Closer relations 
undoubtediy now exist between Great 
Britain and Germany. 

The alliance between Great Britain 
and Portugal scarcely neeied the visit 
of King Charles to render it stronger. 
Yet the cdbnmtinued stay here of tnat 
ruler is believed to be likely to bring 
Portugal and Great Britain in close; 
touch, thus rendering easier the 
work of their respective governments. 
So far as the diplomati: phase go°s, the 
Associated Press is officially informej 
that nothing new has resulted from 
the King of Portugal's stay in Lon- 
don. The mutual responsibilities in 
connection with Delagoa Bay were too 
well known previously to need further 
discussion. Thus Port Germany

Lord Salisbury 
is said to rely on Emperor William to 
keep in touch with the Czar. So long 
as this ig feasible France is not ex- 
pected to take any serious initiative. 
l.oreover, according to dispatches in 
the British press, French Anglophobia- 
ism seems to have abated since the 
Queen's death. 

Austria and Italy are put down as 
sure to do nothing contrary to the Em- 
perors wish. It is easily seen that 
Emperor William is the dominating 
figure in Buropean affairs. To this 
Great Britain has no objection. She 
has meade it possible and trusts to 
benefit by it. 
Relations between the reigning fam- 
ilies of Europe is not held to be of much 
account among the chancellories: but 
so far as it goes, it is believed that 
King Edward VII's personality will 
tend to improve its degree of potency. 
AGREEMENT ON CANAL. 
More important to some Cabinet min- 
isters than the European situation is 
the belief that an agreement on the 
Nicareguan Canal dispute can be ar- 
rived at without the slightest friction. 
Aside from China this is the only cloud 
on Great Britain's diplomatic horizon 
previous to the Queen's death. Now 
it is hoped that it will disappear.

DUBLIN, Feb. 2, 1901.—The funeral 


ceremonialism of the Queen of Eng- 


land fills the papers with eulogies of 
her character, chants of praise over 


her reign, and columns of editorial 
sorrow at her demise. It is all very 
edifying, no doubt. We are led to be- 
lieve that the civilized world is ex- 
pressing its sorrow in universal mourn- 
ing, and that not even in England is 


sorrow more sincerely manifest over 


this “calamity to the British race” 
than in the United States. This is 
what London's papers are telling us 
this morning. It is what they wish 
their readers to believe, but it is not 
what is true. 

All this loyal gush and affected grief 
are part of the social insincerities and 
sentimental flunkyism which grow out 
of monarchical institutions. They are 
the ceremonial hypocrisies of a s80- 
clety which requires royalty as “the 
fount of honors,” to be an indispens- 
able part of aristocratic Institutions. 
Today, it is a matter of fashionable 
tears for a dead Queen. Tomorrow, it 
will be a round of rejoicing over the 
succession of a coronated King, and 
all the time the millions of wage- 
earners in Great Britain and Ireland 
continue their daily labor, prodection 
of wealth and payment of taxes, 680 
that this kind of monarchical mum- 
mery shall continue in countries 
burthened with a costly court, with 
crowds of lords and titled names, and 
—with over a million of manufactured 


paupers. 

Here in Ireland we see things some- 
what more truly, if withal our mental 
and itical vision is not altogether 
free from a wholesome prejudice in its 
appreciation. Queen Victoria was to 
us more of an expression than of @ 

ity. We knew her through 
coercive laws which bore her signa- 
ture, through the suspension of the 
Habeas Corpus Act in her name, and 
by proclamations which frequently 
told us that her authority denied us 
the right to meet in public meetings, 
or to exercise the elementary rights of 
citizenship in a country which is sup- 

to enjoy constitutional! rule. 
This is how the late Queen has been 
made known by her statesmen to mil- 
lions of our race. We cannot be 
blamed if, with a keen and bitter 
memory for all which her name stands 


for in the brutal misgovernment of 
Ireland during her lifetime, we do not 
join in the show of simulated bereave- 
ment which is said to be universal 
across the Irish Sea. 

Divested of exaggeration and of the 
falsehoods of flattery, the biography 
of the Queen of England would rep- 
resent her, in character and capacity, 
as a very ordinary woman. She has 
shown good qualities in her home life, 
sound sense in the discharge of her 
duties to the State, and common sense 
in her official relationship with other 
powers. All this is, of course, to her 
credit. She have been more 


y . 

in her delegated public functions, and 
less a jn ber attitude. .toward 
other nations. It is really for the 
absence of bad, rather than for the 
possession of great, qualities that her 
name is being so much lauded at the 
present time. 

As a matter of fact, she has had 
neither the power nor the opportuni- 
thes to accomplish what courtier 
chroniclers and newspaper eulogists 
assign to her credit. The British Con- 
stitution limits the action and the 
duties of the monarch ¢o the-narrow- 
est limits of personal initiative. She 
could not suggest a single measure 
of legislation, or influence a single act 
of government, except on the express 
advice or instruction of her ministers. 
It ie her signature, and not her per- 
sonality, that has counted in the law- 
making and the administration of the 
British empire during reign, and 
all the gallons of ink at present flow- 
ing in commemoration of her “benef- 
fceent achievements” are serving the 
purposes of intoxicated fiction more 
than of sober truth in the writing of 
the records of the last sixty-three 
years. 

No act of real greatness, or notable 
deed of generosity, or beneficent work 
of enduring good for either England 
or mankind can truthfully be placed to 
her account. She was, morally, a good 
woman. There are millions. of women 
equally es bieme and stainiess. 
She was a faithful wife, and a cheer- 
ful, prudent mother. Granted: but 
these are ordinary and homely virtues, 
more frequently seé@n, too, In wives 
and mothers overburdened with the 
daily anxieties of an industrial or busi- 
ness life than in the palaces of queens, 
where nelther food nor fuel, raiment 
nor rent, are obstacles or dangers in 
the path of domesti= peace and .loy- 
alty. These are no standards by 
which to truthfully measure the worth 
or work of queens. The question is: 
To what great or noble task did Queen 
Victoria utilise her exalted tion, 
enormous wealth and powerful per- 
sonal influence as monarch of an im- 
mense empire? There is no flattering 
historic answer to such a question. 

She is not, of course, any more to 
be blamed for the evils done in her 
name by her statesmen and governors 
than she is entitled to obtain credit 
for the prosperity and progress which 
are coincident to her reign but abso- 
lutely aceidental to her life or influence 
within that period. No reign in Ene- 
land's history, save that of of a previ- 
ous British Queen, Elizabeth, has been 
more disastrous to Ireland than that 
which we are asked today to lament 
the ending of by the journalistic 
lunatics of Great Britain. 

Muthall, the eminent statistician, 
sums up in a few sentences, in his 


“Fifty Years of National Progress,” | 


the magnitude of the injury done Ire- 
land in the Victorian era. He says, 
and his figures have not been disputed: 
“There died of famine in Ireland dur- 
ing this reign no lers than 1,225,000 peo- 
pie, while the number of persons 
evicted reached more than double that 
figure. No country in Europe, or 
elaewhere, has suffered such wholesale 
extermination.” 

Af! thie evil is measureless and mon- 
estrous, and without a parallel in the 
history of any civilized land on earth. 
It has ail happened while Her Maj- 
esty has occupied the throne of a 
country which insists on denying us 
the rights to so work and develop the 
latent wealth of Ireland as to make 
these social and industrial calamities 
all but impossible. And, when we have 

mn against or denounced this crimi- 
nal denial of the elementary rights of 
nationhood, her name was at once ap- 


pended to laws of repression and of

Irish people. These were, it is true, 
the acts of an imperial Parliament, 
and not the work of the dead Que°n.

Then there is the amazing fiction 
about a “reign of peace and concord,” 
which is to be proudly known in his- 
tory as the “Victorian Era.”. . Why, 
there has not as a matter of absolute 
fact. been a single reign in the British 
national record in which there have 

m more wars or more blocdshed. 
England did not experience them in- 
side her own shores, it is true. No. 
But she inflicted the count'ess miseries 
that follow in the train of war on 
other lands, which makes the crime 
of war, if possib e, the greater. There 
have been at least twenty-nine séri- 
ous wars. 

Peace and concord, indeed! Eng- 
lishmen may have cause to sssociate 
the growth of the wealth and expan- 
sion of power of their country with the 
reign of the late Queen, but there are 
millions of the human race, even out- 
side of Ireland and cf India, who will 
have better reason to cherish totally 
opposite feelings for the memory of a 
monarch whose name is so associated 
with the bloodshed and crime and 
misery inflicted upon their countries 
by her armies, governors and laws.

AZING MUST ‘BE 
TOTALLY ABOLISHED. 


(NY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—The report 
of the special Congressional committee 
which investigated the hazing of Cadet 
Booz and the general subject of hazing 
at West Point was submitted to the 
House of Representatives today by 
the chairman, Representative Dick, to- 
gether with a bill making stringent 
regulations against hazing, fighting 
and all brutal practices. 

The report is an exhaustive review 
of the practice of hashg in all its 
forms and while moderate in tone is 
nevertheless a stinging arraignment 
of the many alleged brutal practices 
enumerated. 

It specifies more than one hundred 
distinct methods of annoyiny and har- 
arcsing fourth-classmen and describes 
them in detail. One of the “funny 
formations” described is that practiced 
on Philip Sheridan, junior, who was 
compelled to ride a broomstick, “in 
mockery of his illustrious father's 
achievement at Winchester.” 

The report states that a system of 
fighting has grown tp which is shock- 
ing in its character. The fights are 
described and the committee states 
that the West Point code is more 
vicious than the Queensberry code. 
The committee held that fighting is 
the worst form of hasing. The re- 
port says that such fighting as that at 
West Point is a felony according to 


the statutes in many of the States,. 


and the time has come when Congress 
must decide whether fights, which are 
high crimes elsewhere, shall continue 
at West Point. . 

The committee finds that Cadets 
MacArthur. Breth and Burton were 
hazed into convulsions; others were 
hazed until they fainted, while other: 
were hazed until they were sick. 

The hazing of Cadets Booz and 
Breth is elaborately treated, but the 


committee does not attribute their 


deaths directly to hazing. report 


adds: 

“But while we cannot fix upon hazing 
t responsibility for these two 
deaths, the possibility that it hastened 
them and the biot it throws on he

Levislators Break ood Vows. 


USINESS BLOCKED BY 
ABSENCE OF QUORUM. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 

SACRAMENTO, Feb. 9.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.) Although fifty or mpre mem- 
bers yesterday voted down a motion to 
adjourn over Saturday and Sunday 
on the plea that here was so much work 
to be done that the Assembly could 
not afford to lose a day, the greater 
part of them to leave the 
city to epend the two days. The result 
was that there was hardly a corporal's 
guard of members present when the 
time for opening the session arrived 
this morning. 

Speaker Pendieton did not appear, 
and after waiting nearly an h-uwur, 
Speaker Pro Tem. Ralston called the 
House to order and ordered @ roll call. 
Twenty-four of the eighty members an- 
swered to their names. Of course it Was 
impossible to transact any business, 
and there were probably not a sufficient 
number of members in the city to make 
@ quorum. An adjournment until Mon- 
day was therefore ordered. 

Of the Los Angeles delegation Assem- 
blyman James was the only one who 
answered on roll call. 

RUSHING PLAGUE BILLS. 
A quiet but determined effort is te- 
ing made by the administration forces 
to win over some of those who are op- 
posed to the two so-called plague bills 
now before the Judiciary Committee 
of the Assembly. Grove L. Johnson is 
chairman of that committee, and he 
does about as he pleases, and a suffi- 
client number of the weaker members 
fall in when he sounds the Assembly 
on any measure. It therefore need 
presents a majority report vor 
béth bills, pernicious as the members 
know them to be. 
Johnston wants to make light of the 
protest presented by the San Fran- 
cisco business men last night, and they 
certainly gave him a good opportunity, 
for most of them made a very weak 
presentation of the matter. There 
were two notable exceptions, Dr. J. M. 
Williamson of the Board of Health 
and Hugh Craig. 
The view which some of the mem- 
bers appear to take of the matter is 
that it does not so much matter what 
the billie are, for they need not be en- 
forced, but in this matter the prestige 
of the administration is at stake, and 
it is desirable to make a showing of 
strength just to show what they are 
able to do. It does not seem to mat- 
ter much what the San Francisco 
merchants want. If the Governor de- 
sires that the bilis be passed, that set- 
tles the matter with many of the 
members. 


irrigation. There are before the com- 
mittee a large number of bills for the 
regulation of irrigation districts. The 
committee decided to amalgamate the 
best portions of all of these bilis and 
make them conform to the plan pro- 
posed in Senator Nutt’s bill and that 
of Assemblyman Stewart.

The law now requires a settlement on 
the 100 per cent. basis, and such set- 
tlements have been found to be im- 
possible in many southern districts, 
and ae a result assets have been held 
up indefinitely. The bill provides for 
the organization of mutual stockhold- 
ers’ companies for the distribution of 
water as the Jandowners in a district 
may desire. 

TO MARK EXPLOSIVE OIL. 
Senator Currier, whose bill for a 
standard test of kerosene used for 
iNuminating purposes, met with such 
opposition from oil producers that he 
decided not to try to force its passage, 
proposed to introduce .another measure 
on the same subject. 

“My only purpose is to reduce the 
danger of explosions and fires to a 
minimum,” he é@aid tonight. “It is not 
right that people should not know 
what they are getting or at least know 
when they are getting highly explosive 
oll. We can at least make a man who 
sells coal oil so mark the receptacle in 
which it is sold that a purchaser may 
know what he is buying. I would 
make the false marking of illuminating 
olla misdemeanor. A bill covering this 
matter will be introduced, and I do 
not believe it will meet with opposi- 


tion.” 
REAL ESTATE BILL. 
There is every prospect of a lively 
contest on the floor of the Assembly 
when Carter's Real Estate Bilh comes 
up.

It has been 
practically decided to test the mechan- 
iam of the later ships constructed and 
the efficiency of submarine boats. 
It is probable that Admiral Dewey 
will be in supreme command of the 
navy and that Gen. Miles will be in 
charge of the land forces. The new 
chief of artillery will have actual 
charge of the repelling force. The 
North Atlantic squadron will be aug- 
mented by the addition of several tor- 
pedo beats and submarine boats. 
Rear-Admiral Higginson will be the 
officer of the navy second in command 
to Admiral Dewey. 

Range and position-finders now un- 
der consideration for adoption by the 
army will be tested by the location of 
vessels of the navy and operations 
similar to conditions im actyal war 
will be conducted to ascertain exactly 
when a vessel passes over one of the 
submarine mines of the harbor.

NEW YORK, Feb. 9.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.}] The World's London corre- 
spondent cables that since returning to 
Germany the Kaiser has opened coms 
munication with President Kruger to 
ascertain whether or not the Boers 
would accept autonomy « the Canadian 
sort, and consent to disarmament. The 
Kaiser has done this through a Ger- 
man politician, who is in Kruger’s con- 
fidenee, unofficially, informally and 
without committing the British gov- 
ernment in any way. Ostensibly, he 
is acting fairly on his own motion. 

The fear is that the Boers will re- 
fuse anything short of independence 
under British sueerainty, as before. 

Sir Evelyn Wood, who negotiated the 
Majuba eettliement twenty years ago, 
has been asked, and has consented to 
go to South Africa with special pow- 
ers as a commissioner really, but not 
at first, technically superseding Lord 
Kitchener, if Kruger listens to the 
Kaiser's peace proposals. The pub- 
lication of Lord Roberts's dispatches at 
this moment, in the main a record of 
failure to overcome gigantic difficul- 
ties, is part of the government's policy 
to prepare the public for desired in- 
formation. These dispatches inevit- 
ably have had a profoundly depressing 
effect. So, when Parliament meets 
next Thursday, it will be in a humor 
to approve any peece scheme the 
government is in a position to suggest. 
If Kruger holds out for independence, 
it will at least afford the government 
ground for making heavy demands in 
men and money to prosecute the war 
more vigorously than ever.

STEAD RIDICULES GOVERNMENT 
{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 
LONDON, Feb. 9%.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] The arrest of Editor Cartwright 
of the South African Times, charged 
with seditious liber for reprinting an 
article written by W. T. Stead, is caus- 
ing much criticism regarding boasted 
English freedom. The article in ques- 
tion was by W. T. Stead, repeating the 
contents of letters from a British of- 
ficer at he front, who says Lord Kitch- 
ordered “No quarter.” 
Stead said today: “It is ridiculous to 
journals in the colonies for re- 
printing an article which was published 
here within a quarter of a mile of 
the War Office. Copies were sent to the 
Prime Minister, the Minister of War, 
the Secretary of State for the Colo- 
nies, and the commander-in-chief, but 
no action was taken against n.e, I have 
the fullest confidence in the veracity 
of the officer who wrote the letters, but 
I cannot reveal his name. The ;roceed- 
ing is farcial of trying -ute a 
man in Cape Town for an article writ- 
ten and published in London by me.” 
The article for which Cartwright 
was arrested was one of several Stead 
has written exposing the brutality of 
Kitchener's campaign in South Africa. 
In one Stead quoted his correspondent 
as follows: “The chief of staff, Lord 
Kitchener, has issued orders that @ 
father’s promise not to fight any more 
is to be held to include all hie sons, 
whether they have surrendered or not.” 
In the same article he quotes from 
one of Kitchener’s proclamations: 
“While giving protection to the loyal 
inhabitants of this district, the general 
officer commanding will see that the 
country is so denuded of forage and 
supplies that no means of subsistence 
will be left for any commando at- 
tempting to make incursions.” And 
again: “If the occupants of farms 
are disloyal, or have fathers or sons 
still serving against us, cattle and 
etock are to be seized without payment 
or receipt.” 

IMPORTANT DEVELOPMENT 
WOODS GOING TO THE CAPE. 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.} 
NEW YORK, Feb. 9.—A dispatch to 
the World from London says: “An 
important development in the direction 
of peace in South Africa is believed to 
be pending. Gen. Sir. Evelyn Wood, 
who brought about an arrangement 
with the Boers after Majuba (the fina! 
battle of the Boer war of 1880-81, end- 
ing in British defeat,) is going out in 
a sepcial capacity, probably as a com- 
missioner, which wijll enable him to 
treat with the Boer generals. His ap- 
pointment will be a virtual supersel- 
ing of Lord Kitchener, who, it is ex- 
pected, will soon be relieved and be- 
come commander-in-chief in India. 
The scheme, which, it is believed in 
the best informed circles is afoot for 
the ending of the war, undoubtedly is 
due to the influence of the King, who 
was actuated by the advise of the 

Kaiser.”

Gen. Wood, it is 
understood, has expressed willing- 
ness to service under Gen, Kitchener, 
but any notion of superseding the 
presen commander-in-chief is, of 
course, absurd. When the war broke 
out in October, 1899. the chief com- 
mand of the British forces would have 
been given to Gen. Wood had it not 
been for the fact that his deafne:s 
practically disqualified him for such an 
important position.

LONDON, Feb. 9.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) In a dispatch from The Hague 
the London correspondent of the Trib- 
une says: 

“While Mr. Kruger has gone to 
Utrecht for treatment by an emi- 
nent specialist for his eyes, his gen- 
eral health is not goot and he is show- 
ing increasing signs of feebleness. His 
heart action, as physicians treating 
him have admitted, is weak and they 
give him warning that he cannot live 
long. His popularity in Holland can- 
not be doubted. He is ranked with the 
afmous heroes of Dutch history. Large 
blocks of Transvaal Railway stock are 
held by investors here, but these in- 
terests do not account for the pro- 
Boer feeling it is genuin:e race en- 
thusiasm for what is considered a 
righteous cause. The Dutch for the 
first time im their recent history have 
taken a strong partisan interest in 
a foreign war which does not directly 
concern them. The feeling against 
England is intense, although great 
pains have been taken to avoid giving 
offense and to respect neutral obliga- 
tions.

RICHARD HARDING DAVIS. 


A Talk With the War Correspondent 
and Story Writer—What He Thinks 
Makes His Work Successful. 

{[Alleg Sangree tn Ainslee’s:] “It is 
common to hear persons remark: 
‘Well, according to all the stories cir- 
culated about Richard Harding Davis, 
he must be a very objectionable per- 
son, and I don't like him. But some- 
how or other when you begin one of 
his articles you've got to read it to the 
end. I don't think he’s a great writer, 
mind you, but he’s certainly interest- 
ing. I don’t know why.’ 

“Mr. Davis, having made a study of 
his art for fifteen years, should be 
best able to explain. 

“ ‘In the first place,’ hé says, I use 
similes that the man at home can 
understand; secondly, I tell the thing 
as it impressed me when I first saw 
it; thirdly, I always tell the thing 
that most Interests me.’ 

“Carlyle could make a semicolon 
talk; Mr. Davis can put a battle in 
South Africa before the eyes of the 
Chicago— reader in a _ sentence. In 
writing of the Tommies packed to- 
gether on a kopje, he says they looked 
like ‘a crowd on the bleacher boards 
at a baseball match,’ and you can see 
them. It is a great temptation of 
writer of travel to show off, to tell 
how many countries they have visited. 
Mr. Davis avoids this. He does not 
say the Pyramids are higher than the 
Mosque of St. Sophia, but that they 
‘one hundred feet higher than 
Madison Square tower.’ He was 
writing for a New York public then 
and could not feel sure that a 
ity of his readers had seen &t. Sophia. 
The latter he describes as ‘about as 
big as the auditorium of the Fifth 
Avenue Theater.’ In another place

“In support of his rule to tell the 
thing as he first saw it, Davis goes on 
the theory that the reader is no more. 
intelligent than he was when he landed 
in a town or country. He believes what 
the intelligent person already knows, 
that after one has lived in a place 
for a while he becomes so much a 
part of it, so much involved in its 

litics and menage that he is no 
onger an impartial observer. He be- 
gins to use the country's local phrases 
and writes as though for the local pa- 
per. He forgets that the business 
man in Denver and Buffalo is hot 
traveling along with him, instead of 
tryl to get a vivid understanding 
of country or the  Dbattle 
from a distance of 10,000 miles. 
Davis always pute himself 
the position of the man at home, and 
while other correspondents clog up 
their accounts with personalities and 
localisms he sticks to the first im- 


pression. 

“As to the third rule. Mr. Davis 
says it was formed in his mind one 
day at a prise fight. It was the first 
one he had ever attended, and while 
deeply fascinated with the tiger-like 
movements of the pugilists, the painful 
kiss of the five-ounce glove, and the 
spray of red blood, what interested him 
more was the conduct of the mayor. 
This city official sat near the ring 

body watched him; took 
their cue from him. The man's 
collar had lost its moorings behind, 
and in consequence a)l dignity. With 
each successive round it behaved more 
erratically, now moving up, now down, 
his honor clutching madly et times to 
hold it in place, so that the collar fairly 
reflected the fight. Instead of de- 
scribing the various upper cuts and 
straight jabs, therefore, Davis merely 
described the struggle ‘twixt the mayor 
and his collar.

“Mr. Davis added that this third rule, 
in his opinion, is the best In newspaper 
work, the best in correspondence travel. 
It is, however, more or less arbitrary, 
for it presupposes that every writer 
can see and depict the human interest | 
that so generally appeals to readers. 
But that requires an abrupt breaking 
away from journalistic formula and 
precedent, and there are not many 
writers who could cadie a long story 
to the London Times about a big bat- 
tle in Greece telling only how a small 
boy behaved. Mr. Davis did, and his 
paper pronounced it the best story it 
had printed of that war. Not a word 
was said about the flank movements, 
charges or captures; nothing about the 
effect of artillery or infantry. But all 
England was interested just as much 
as the American correspondent in the

$1.50 Dinners, the Glory of the 


Thus hes: the knell of a 
gastronomic era. The Parisian had 
only to hear this menu read out from 
his evening Soir newspaper, wherein 
it was published as an advertisement, 
to know fm a flash the whole horrid 
truth, and divine in a twinkling of an 
eye that not only the nineteenth cen- 
tury was dying, but French 
also’ was moribund. 

This fata) advertisement would need 
no explanation on the boulevards, and 
needs none for those who have been 
there. In the Interest of those who 
have not, the conjunction of the name 
“Restaurant Paillard, 2, Chaussée 
@'Antin,” with the words two lines be- 


pointed out. In this relation tes the 
whole secret of the horror which has 
overcome the Parisian epicure. The 
climax ft» reached in the figures 7f. 60. 
_I know many diners on the boule- 
vards who have not yet recovered 
from the shock. A year ago would the 
wildest madman in his most sacri- 
legious dreams ever have imagined the 
sacred name of Paillard coupled with 
the announcement of a price? But the 
new century has brought even a worse 
calamity. When Paillard advertises a 
fixed price, dollar and a half supper, 
the world of gourmets has indeed come

ELECTRIC AUTOMOBILES. 


New Inventions by Which the Power 
of These Machines Has Been Greatly 


Augmented. 
{SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, Feb. 2.—With the great 
increase which has iately taken place 
in the speed and length of charging 
service of the électric automobile, a 
remarkable augmentation in power of 
these machines is now reported. One 
of the largest electric automobiles ex- 
tant has been bulit in Paris by an 
American firm. This automobile con- 
veys loads of ten tons from its owners’ 
works to the various railway stations 
in Paris. A great deal of the service 
done by this vehicle is im runs to 
the Chapelle Station, which is nearly 
four miles from the works.

Machine for the ie Puspese Operated by 
a Combination of Compressed Air and 
Electric Power. 
CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES) 
NEW YORK, Feb. 2.—Automatic 
ringing chimes has been brought to a 
point of great precision by the com- 
bination of compressed air and electric 
power. The chimes of St. Patrick's 
Cathedral, New York, consists of nine- 
teen bells, weighing from 270 to 6000 


‘pounds. They have a musical range 


from lower “C” to upper “D,” with 
the accompanying sharps and flats. 
When the bells were installed three 
years ago, it was found that the or-'| 
dinary methods of ringing them ‘then 
available were inadequate. The trustees 
of the cathedral advertised for an orig- 
inal; device for the purpose, and the 
contract has now been awarded. The 
plan adopted calls for a small key- 
board eighteen inches long, very much 
like a typewriter. This is placed in 
the sacristy, and is operated with ease 
by anyone having a knowledge of 
music. The method adopted involves 
the use of a special compressed-air cyl- 
inder, in conjunction with nineteen bell 
engines which co nd to the num- 
ber of bells. The bell engines are bolted 
to wooden seats, which in turn are 
attached to a §ystem of steel beams 


,inserted in the walls of the bell tower. 


The working parts of the engines are 
of a fine grade of bronze composition 
metal, which neither rusts or corrodes. 
The engines consist of three 
main parts, two cy and a pis- 
ton, which is fitted to a clip hung 
to the clapper of the bell above it. 
The stroke can be adjusted most ac- 
curately by an adjustable clevis, and 
when once fixed it cannot vary its 
distance or power. To operate the 
engines a key of the keyboard is de- 
pressed. This sends a current of elec- 
tricity to the belfry, where, by means 
of en air-valve operated through an 
electro-magnet, the compressed air is 
admitted to the engine. The air pres- 
sure then delivers the blow, which 
one upon the clapper, and rings the 
bell.

Then, as an- 
other bitter drop in Millsy’s cup, he 
finds himself confronted by a new boss, 
who, to judge from his expressions, is

portation list, thus seriously threaten- 
ing the foundation upon which rests 
Milisy's claim to pose as a Great Direct- 
ing Mind in the familiar business of 
“working” that section of the State 
press which delights in obediently 
surrendering its independence for the 
sake of the rnilway passes (trip or an- 
nual, as the case may be) doled out by 
the Millsy hand. 


The Mills article referred to was 
apropos of a mild editorial criticism in 
The Times of the California Water and 
Forest Association, and especially of 
the proposed appointment of a com- 
mission—of which it is undestood 
that Millsy expected to be one—to be 
appointed by the State Legislature, 
with power to expend over $100,000 in 
nosing around the Yosemite Valley, 
Lake Tahoe, Mount Tamalpais and 
other picturesque sections of the 
State of California, for the ostensible 
purpose of teaching us how to irrigate. 
Judging from the doings of the late 
unlamented Paris Commission, we may 
easily realize what sort of irrigation 
stich a commission would undertake. 
The criticism apparently did not please 
Milisy, and accordingly he breaks out 
in his railroad organ in raucous and 
rusty language against The Times, 
using up a large amount of printers’ 
ink to say a few mean things. 

It is mot necessary here for The 
Times to add anything to the criti- 
cisms that have been published in re- 
gard to this State association, in which 
Milley apparently takes so absorbing 
an interest. We content ourselves with 
calling attention to the fact that 
everything is apparently not alto. 
gether loVely in the ranks of the as- 
sociatiow® itself. At least, we judge 
so from a copy of the Fresno Repub. 
lican, giving a synopsis of an address 
delivored a couple of weeks ago at the 
Fresno Farmers’ Institute by W. E. 
Symthe, a well-known etudent and 
advocate of the irrigation idea, who 
has been prominently identified with 
the State association, apparently act- 
ing in good faith. His confidence in 
the association appears to have been 
considerably shaken, to judge from the 
remarks which he is credited as utter- 
ing at the Fresno meeting. Mr. Smythe 
among otner iiings, that he dis- 
covered opposition to his work in pow- 
erfut quarters, and began to receive 
VYarnings that he must be very care- 
ful what he said. There are, ¢/ ord- 
ing to him, large irrigation interests 
in the San Joaquin Valley that are op- 
posed to the reform of our water laws, 
and to any ather system of public ac- 
minintrations. He admitted that if 
the object of the association is not 
what be supposed it to be he erred 
very seriously in what he had said, 
anc that it was high time the people 
should be thoroughly informed _re- 
garding the matter. “I,” said he, “our 


objects are different and if our policies, 


are to be shaped by those who arc. 
frankly opposed to these great re- 
forms, then thousands of people have 
been deceived, and will look in vain 
to us for that relief which we have 
promised them. I distinctly warn you 
that there are those in the movemect 
who do not favor reforms, but who be- 
lieve in private ownership and con- 
trol of all our streams.” 

From this it appears that Millsy 
would have been wiser had he first 
swept a little around the doorstep of 
the association itself, before he started 
in to sling mud at a journal which he 
can neither frighten, cajole nor buy, and 
which ventured to freely criticise the 
policy and purposes of the movement. 

It should be added that, undcr the 
new bylaws of the association, the 
president appoints six members of the 
executive committee, so that he can 
select his own committee, and is 
practically the “whole thing.” This 
makes the association a one-man 
power, something to which the Amer- 
ican people are greatly opposed. 


The conclusions that will be drawn 
by discriminating readers from tic 
ill-tempered and abusive editorial in 
Millsy’s railroad organ are: 

First—That the editorial in The 
Times contained a large amount of 
truth, or it would not have hurt so 
much. i 

Second—That there may be more 
than a little truth in the theory that 
the Southern Pacific Company is—or 
was—actively behind this State ir- 
rigation movement, on account of the 
greatly-increased value whict would 
be given by water storage to railroad 
lands, which now sell at $2.50 per acre. “ 
(Giving increased value to such lands 
is not opposed by The Times, but the 
attempt to do so at the expense of 
the taxpayers is opposed by them 
andus.) 

Third—That William H. Mills, the 
hired editor of the Southerg Pacific 
Company, is a great man, whh a Gi- 
gantic Intellect, in his own estimation, 
and an egotistical, insolent, bombastic 
intellectual bully in the estimation of 
men of judgment who know him—a 
curious mixture of bully and a syc- 
ophant—who wields no influence out- 
side of the once dominating railway 
circle, where he gains his bread by 
surrendering his manhood, and where 
he has degenerated into a mere noisy 
shouter for his employers. 


MEASURES. 

A majogity of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Health reported on Thurs- 
day, favorably, one of the three s£0- 
called “plague bills”—the one appro- 
priating $100,000 to be used as the 
Governor may direct, in matters re- 
lating to quarantines. The bill was re- 
ferred to the Finance Committee for 
further consideration. 

Just how the Senate Committee on 
Health can defend its course in report- 
ing this measure favorably is diffi- 
cult to understand. As shown by the 
strong minority report of the same 
committee, there is now on hand and 
available for the identical purpose for 
which this bill proposes to appropri- 
ate $100,000, the sum of $28,202.93, ap- 
propriated by the Legislature of 1893. 
The total appropriation in that year 
was $50,000. In the seven years suc- 
ceeding the appropriation, $12,595.44 
of this money was used, and since the 
beginning of 1900 the sum of $9201.63 
has been expended, leaving on hand at 
the present time, $28,202.93, as above 
noted. This money is 
available, if needed. It is ample for

KINGLY PREROGATIVES. | 


Presidential and Royal Powers Com- 
pared.

This is undoubtedly true; but the

| fact, the American system -of gov- 
ernmental administration is less re- 
publican or democratic than that “gf 
England, is mischievous and mislead- 
ing. 


So far as the British constitution 
goes, the present English King is as 
absolute as his nephew, the Emperor 
of Germany. The third English 
George was very nearly as autocratic 
as is the Czar of Russia of today, and 
from the Georgian era down to the 
present time no law has been written 
in the statutes of England restricting 
in the slightest degree the preroga- 
tives of royalty. Should he see fit to 
do so, Edward VII has the constitu- 
tional right to act as defiantly of his 
ministers and his people as did any one 
of the Georges. He will not, of course, 
follow the malign precedents they 
eet, but will wisely play the part of 
an ornamental monarch, allowing suc- 
cessive combinations to exercise all 
the great functions of government. 

The American system is the better 
one for the all-controlling reason that 
it is honest; that it is constitutional. 
The powers of the President are 
greater than those the British monarch 
deem it wise to exercise, although they 
inhere in the kingly office according two 
every theory of English law. A Presi- 
dent having no more actual power in 
the government of the,republic than has 
Edward VII in the government of the 
British Empire would be so supremely 
ridiculous that the people would unani- 
mously demand the abolition of the 
office. It would be a mockery of ex- 
ecutive power. Therefore it is that 
the constitution vests in the Chief 
Magistracy of the nation—dclegates to 
him as the repregentative of the sov- 
ereiguty of the people—a deposit of au- | 
thority infinitely greater than is that 
of any constitutional ruler of the 
world. 

The definition and limitation of 
Presidential powers in the constitu- 
tion forcibly illustrate the wisdom of 
the fathers of the republic. They cre- 
ated absolutely a new office, armed ita 
incumbent with powers essential to his 
independence, and yet so restrained 
and restricted that he could not in- 
fringe upon the powers and privileges 
of the other great branches of the goy- 
ernment. Vast as are the powers re- 
posed in the Presidency, the practic. 
operation of the government during 
more than a century proves that they 
are not too great to endanger the li»- 
erty of the people, and that they could 
not be diminished without imperiling 
that liberty because of the possible ax- 
gression of the codrdinate departments 
of the Federal system. 

It is often said that the British gov- 
ernment'is really more thoroughly 
representative of the people than the 
American system. The statement is 
absurd on the face of it. Is the House 
of Commons a more representative 
body than Congress? That contention 
surely cannot be maintained, and it 
falling, the whole proposition falls. 
The Commons even today belong to 
the aristocratic class, and the Cabinet 
most assuredly is aristocratic, no mat- 
ter what administration is in power. 
And then there are the Lords. They 
represent themselves alone, and their 
ideas of government are five centuries 
behind the time. Nothing whatever 
have we to learn from England in the 
way of government; and if her system 
is strong it is because during the last 
hundred years Kings, Lords and Com- 
mons have been wise enough to follow 
the American example and enlarge the 
liberties of the people.

THE WAY AWN OHIO “DISPLAY” 


[SPECIAL COPRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES) 

ASHTABULA (0O.,) Feb. .4.—An in- 
novation in religious circles has been 
introduced by an Ashtabula preacher 
-—an innovation the results of which 
will likely cause many another min- 
ister to adopt a like plan. The Rev. E. 
D.D., pastor of the 
First Methodist Episcopal Church, has 
tried large display newspaper adver- 
tising, set in heavy black-faced type, 
in an endeavor to increase the number 
of converts and the attendance at Sua- 
day and mid-week services. 

On Saturday Rev. Dr. Whittaker, 
used ten inches display advertising, in 
a local daily paper, at “top of column 
and next to reading matter,” and on 
Sunday evening the attendance in- 
creased from an average evening audi- 
ence of 150 to an audience of 350. On 
the following Saturday Dr. Whittaker 
purchased ten inches more display ad- 
vertising, and on the following Sab- 
bath evening had an audience of 400, 
which is about the capacity of the 
church, while it is said that other 
churches in the city on those same 
evenings had but their average at- 
tendancte. 

Display advertising for weekday 
evenings had a desired . It ap- 
pealed particularly to lodges and busi- 
ness men. The result of this appeal evi- 
denced one of the features of this new 
plan splendidly, in that in the congre- 
gation, instead of women and children 
bel in t majority, as is the case in 
nearly all churches, there was a goodly 
number of business and lodge men 
present. Rev. Dr. Whittaker argues 
that if a pastor wants to reagh the 
be@siness men, he must place his goods 
before them in places where they are 
accustomed to look. Here is a copy 
of an “ad” appealing especially to 
lodges and merchants: 

“Hear me! Will all the stores, clubs 
and lodges be so kind as to close for 
the next week, In the evening, so that 
ull may ettend church? Meetings each 
evening in the First M. EB. Church. - 

“Come and be ye saved. 

“Stop making excuses. Dissolve part- 
nership with the devil, or he will ruin 
you.” 

Business men, as a rule, look care- 
fully each night over the space ad- 
vertising to see what their competi- 
tors are offering. An announcement 
in the “Sunday services” department 
of the paper is likely not to be seen by 
them. “But,” says Dr. Whittaker, ‘a 
larg display advertisement will 
awaken in them a latent interest in 
their responsibility as church mem- 
bers, or as business men who are 
neglecting to place themselves under 
the influence of the church. Too many 
of ovr good people are dormant,” con- 
tinued Dr. Whittaker. “Old ways of 
waking them up should be considered 
antiquated and new ones should be in-

CHALLENGE FROM THE OIL MEN. 

“Our town club was practicing daily 
on the range just outside the town, and 
we were maging scores that ap- 
proached the top notch, and, of course, 
talked a great deal about it. The oil 
country crowd heard of our records 
and challenged us. They had ‘ been 
somewhat nettled that we remained 
aloof from them until we learned bet- 
ter, and young Johnston was the one 
selected to carry a challenge to us. 

“Johnston expressed wonder at our 
shooting, and said it was a pity we 
weren't champions of Washington 
county at least, especially when we 
had shot with several! other clubs the 
country over, and had won. I told him 
in a patronizing way that we were the 
picked shots from a lot of sharpshoot- 
ers, and that there were seven of us 
who were unbeaten as a club. John- 
ston didn’t seem to be much im- 
pressed, and made a bluff that he could 
pick out seven men among the oll 
crowd that would beat us on our own 
range. Now, that’s a pretty danger- 
ous proposition—to meet men who have 
shot over a certain range for years— 
and before I knew it each of us had 
posted $500 on a match between the 
“town” and the oil men. 

“I suggested that the oll men could 
have our splendid range for practice, 
but he said we needn't bother, but 
could practice there ourselves. Be- 
sides that, the of] men were busy bring- 
ing in a@ 5000 or 10,000-barrel well every 
day, and he didn’t think his scrub 
team would have much time for prac- 
tice. I told him he could have two 
weeks for practice, and we could meet 
the ofl men in a match any time after 
that date. The cool young men re- 
sponded that he hadn't seen the other 
six, but he guessed they would be 
ready for the shoot as soon as we were. 
As this seemed to be an unnecessary 
exchange of biuffs. I remarked that 
we would be ready tomorrow. 

“Suite us,” was all he sald, and he 
went away, no doubt to take a hand 
in a game of poker that staggered the 
county at that time. 

“Believing we had the oll men where 
the hair was short, and not wishing to 
take any advantage of the poor fellows, 
I sent word to them they no doubt had 
two or three good shots among them, 
and we would reduce our number to 
that, so that they would have a 
chance. To my surprise Johnston sent 
back word he had rather we would 
make it a dozen, and the messenger 
brought a challenge for $500 more, 
making the bet $1900 a side. As we 
had a sure thing with our seven crack 
men I retorted by messenger, making 
the bet $2000 a side. Then I went to 
bed that night believing it was all off. 

BUT IT WASN'T OFF. 

“Johnston probably won in poker, as 
he usually does, as I was wakened up 
about 3 am. by that old messenger, 
who informed me Johnston took that 
bet. As the word of even a colored 
messenger from an oil country man 
always is and always will be Co 
said it was all right, and deposited the 
$2000 for our club with a banker whom 
we had selected as the stakeholder. 
Early as I was, the banker seemed to 
be expecting me, and, said Jolfnston 
had put up his monef several hours 
before. 

“It was ‘town’ versus the ‘oil crowd,’ 
and of course the match attracted 
much attention. In those days the ol] 
crowd wasn't as popular as it is now 
wherever it goes. It had brought along 
a lot of things in its train to which 
the easy-going Washington county blue 
bloods were not accustomed. There 
was open gambling, when we had 
been doing it quietly, and there was

the ‘speak-easy,’ when we bought our 


liquor on the quiet at the drug store. 
Then, while the oil crowd contributed 
liberally to everything that came along, 
from a colored folk dance to a new 
mission house, it didn’t attend church 
and hear discourses from old preachers 
on how to combat the growing evil of 
money getting and attendant reckless- 
ness in our quiet little town. So the 
sentiment of the place was that the oil 
men would be beaten, and bets were 
many and hard on our side. Somehow, 
no matter how much money there was 
floating around on the Washington 
Gun Club, it disappeared before morn- 
ing, having been taken by that young 
man Johnston, or some other oj] man 
with trousers in his boots and a wad 
in his pocket. 

“When we met at the range the next 
afternoon I saw at once my man John- 
ston had kept faith, and he had not 
rung in a single unknown on us. We 
knew all of his men by sight, though 
not by name. Besides Johnston, who 
had constituted himself captain of the 
crew, there was Charley Bailey, a.man 
I knew loved dogs, but never heard of 
handling a rifle. Then there was a 
driller named Clarke and a quiet little 
fellow named Higgins, as I caught it 
in a hasty introduction. But we knew 
all of the oil men to be connected with 
the operations then being carried on 
in the Washington county field, even 
to Higgins, who was a bricklayer. He

@ week, then turned to their guns. 

RIFLES WERE BEAUTIES. 

“The first shock our fellows got was 
when these peculiar fellows began to 
draw their guns out of old weather- 
beaten cases. Their rifles were beau- 
ties, every one, and evidently kept and 
olled and handled with most skilled 
care. With ease and practiced move- 
ment you would not expect in such 
heavy hands and big arms they 
mounted their guns, adjusted their 
telescopic sights, trained thelr wind 
gauges and sat down to talk about 
the prospect of Baby No. 2 being a 
big gusher, while we fussed with our 
arms.

that bricklayer made five more than I 
did, and that round ended up with a 
tie. 

“Our men looked a little puzzled, and 
there was a great cleaning of guns 
for the 600-yard target. The wind 
gauges were put in use then and our 
men didn’t seem to catch the right 
notch as quickly as did the oll crowd. 
I noticed they consulted little Higgins 
now and then and went eway with an 
‘all right thanks.’ They were seven 
points ahead of us when it came to 
my turn and I did better than usual, 
hoping to win after The little 
bricklayer shot badly, but much to our 
amazement when it came to count up 
the score it again was a tie.

“I was about to speak to him when 
one of the actors in one of the strang- 
est of all ol] country happenings lum- 
hered into the grounds and lurched 
heavily against Johnston.

Keeping track 
of them is no lazy man’s job either, 
for a line of two hundred of them 
stretches over a mile and a half. The 
white men garb their dusky carriers 
in pyjama-like suits of cotton, a dis- 
tinction that not only makes him a 
terrific swell among his kinemen and 
women but confers upon him a special 
dignity as the “white man’s helper.” 
They are taught, and learn quickly, 
how to raise the poles and string the 
wires, and some of them have even 
become operators. 

At each one of the long string of 
stations that have been opened—Good- 
zema, Geolong, Umechabes, Figtree, 
Gwelo, Que-Que and others piquantly 
named—a white operator and two 
or three natives have been left 
and other natives under Eng- 
lish “bosses” are constantly pa- 
trolling the line, on the lookout for 
breaks or impediments, for even a 
spider's web will spoil the connection 
on a dewy morning. 

Sixteen Englishmen compose the con- 
struction staff, the chief constructor 
and his assistants, who number 
two, a surveyor and an assistant sur- 
veyor; a transport officer with two as- 
sistants, an engineer and seven wire- 
men. There are between two and six 
hundred native porters, according to 
the state of the market. Of course the

RAILROAD COMING ALONG. 
Except when the difficulties of the 


country prevent, the telegraph line is 
following the course of the Cape to 
Cairo Rallway, one of the good points 
of this arrangement being that one 
series of repair stations will do for 
both. 


Here is Grogan, the African traveler's 


impression of the line and the way it is 
being built. 


He says: 
“It stands out in bold relief as a 


colossal monument of what the Anglo- 


Saxon can do, and will ever sigh to 
the African wind the greatness of 
the master mind which, in spite of the 
apathy of the British government, has 
raised a British South Africa to be 
a dominant factor in the world's his- 
tory of the future. Behind the hand- 
ful of men lie many hundreds of miles 
of perfected work that bring the far 
interior of Africa within a minute of 
Cape Town; before them stretches an 
arrow-like clearing 200 miles long wait- 
ing for the transport service to bring 
poles and wires. Above their camp 
floats a small Union Jack; no pomp, 
no fuss, yet all moves like clockwork. 
At intervals intersecting the road, the 
telegraph clearing sweeps on its relent- 
less course. No sign of life breaks 
that monotonous line stretching away 
over the far hills till the trees at its 
sides merge together and it is lost in 
the distant horizon.”

Report to the Department of Agri- 
culture on the Woods Found in the 


Islands. 

[Washington Star:] The forestry di- 
vision of the Agricultural Department 
has received from an agent in the 
Philippines a highly interesting rer 
port on the woods of that archipelago, 
which, it is understood, will soon be 
jasued as a bulletin, The agent states 
that from various sources of informa- 
tion he was led to believe that the 
public forest lands comprise from one- 
fourth to possibly one-half of the area 
of the Philippine Islands—that fs, from 
20.000,000 to 40,000,000 acres. There are 
fully 6,000,000 acres of virgin forest 
owned by the government in the is- 
land of Mindoro and Paragua. The is- 
land of Mindanao, with an area of more 
than 2,000,000 acres, is almost <r 
covered with timber, and has but 
small percentage of cultivated land In 
the province of Cagayan, on the Is- 
land of Luzon, there are more than 
20,000,000 acres of forest. In the places 
just mentioned the cuttings up to the 
present cate have been very small. 

In many other provinces in the Is- 
land of Luzon, especially in the coun- 
try close to Manila, much timber has 
been cut, and to fill Jarge contracts the 
lumbermen are obliged to go quite a 
Aistance from that city in order to find 
a suitable tract. 

THE SOUTHERN ISLANDS. 

In a recent visit to the southern 
group the agent was impressed with 
the amount of timber standing on the 
smatier islands. * Frequently the topo- 
graphy was such thet it could be ex- 
ploited with facility. There were tracts 
of virgin forests where from 10,900 to 
20.000 cubic feet of magnificent timber 
per acre were standing—trees more 
than 150 feet in height, and with 
trunks clear of branches to eighty feet, 
and more than four feet in @lameter. 
There are many millions of cubic feet 
of timber.in these forests that should 
be cut in order to properly thin out 
the dense growth. 

The report further stetes: “There 
are 296 tree species mentioned in the 
present forestry regulations, and we 
know of fifty more growing in these 
islands, and each week we learn of 
etill other species. It is safe to state 


that the number of tree species found | 


in these islands will be nearer 600 
than 450. a great majority of these un- 
doubtedly hard woods. The edges of

“There is a great variety of valu- 
able gum rubber and gutta percha 
trees, but the trade has been ruined 
by the Chinese in their efforts at 
adulteration and other fraudient prac- 
tices. We have a list of seventeen 
dye woods, the revenue from which, 
if properly exploited, should pay the 
cost of the forestry service. A book 
has been written by Tavera on the 
medicinal qualities of the native plants, 
many trees being mentioned as possess- 
ing valuable medicinal qualities. 

“The yiang yiang tree abounds here, 
its blossom producing an oil Which is 
the base of many renowned perfumes. 
Quite a revenue is gained by those 
owning the trees. The west slope of 
the island of Romblon is a mass of 
cocoanut palms from the water's edge 
to the mountain top, every tree bring- 
ing in a yearly revenue of from $1 to 
$2, and when it is realized that 400 
and even 500 such trees may be grown 
on an acre, one is struck with the wis- 
dom of that former commander of 
Rombilon who insisted upon such ex- 
tensive planting of these trees, In al! 
parts of the southern islands these 
trees seem to grow without any effort 
or care. 

COUNTRY WITHOUT ROADS. 

“There are no forest roads or drive- 
ways in these islands that are worth 
mentioning. It will be impossible to 


exploit these forests until roads are 
ved and har- 


and ts hauled out very slowly 
or more caribous, meny tracks bein 

left untouched, due to the difficulty o 

the land and the lack of roads. The 
natives are not skilled lumbermen, 
and while paid a small wage, are by 
no means a cheap labor when we con- 
sider the cost of felling and hauling a 
— foot of timber to the shipping 
point. 

“The most interesting statistics from 
foreign forestry reports are those pub- 
lished by Germany, show'!ng the in- 
crease in the value of forest lands as 
the character of the roads improves. 
Good stone roads have made the Ger- 
man forest lands worth today en av- 
erage of $181 (gold) per acre, and these 
same lands with standing timber less 
in quantity and quality than we find 
at present on many large areas in 
these islands. There will be some diffi- 
culty in the construction of roads in 
such places as Cagayan, Mindoro ani 
Paragua, but these difficulties can be 


overcome. Stone is plentiful and avali-. 


able, but labor is scarce, and such as 
we have is poor and uncertain. This 
latter will be the one great difficulty. 
When that is solved, engineers and 
money will make the Philippine forests 
yield a revenue thut is! undreamed of 
today by the residents of these is- 
lands. 

“There are no pure forests of any 
one tree species; dozens of varieties 
grow in each forest, but rarely fore 
than three or four trees of one variety 
are found grou together, so that 
any lumberman looking for a ship load 
of any one species would find it iIm- 
possible to cut that and no other, but 
would be obliged to procure the same 
by purchase from men operating the 
different sections.” 

In conclusion the report says: “From 
the above it is evident that there is a 
very lorge area of very valuable public 
forest lands in these islands; that these 
forests are as a rule not at present 
available, due to the lack of roads and 
skilled lumbermen; the present per- 
sonnel have not been well trained and 
have never practiced scientific fores- 
try: the public forest lends are un- 
surveyed and the amount of standing 
timber unknown.” 


| THE FIRST INCANDESCENT. 
_f Edisén Describes His Experiments and 


the Earliest Filaments That He Used 

in Producing This Light. 

{Electrical Review:] “So you waht to 
talk about the old days at Pear! street,”’ 
said Mr. Edison. “Well, I hardly know 
where to begin. It was something like 
this: The central station idea struck 
me all of a sudden in 1878. In those 
days, you know, we had arc lamps. I 
had been down to see Prof. Barker, at 
Philadelphia, and, he had shown me 
one. A little later I had seen another 
one—I think it was one of Brush’'s 
make~—and the whole outfit, engine, 
dynamo and one or two lamps, was 
traveling around the country with a 
circus. At that time Walace and Mos<s 
G. Farmer had succeeded in getting ten 
or fifteen lamps to burn together in 
series. It. happened that I was com- 
paratively at leisure then, because I 
had just finished working on the car- 
bon button telephone, and this electric 
light idea took possession of me. It 
Was ecasy to see what the thing needed; 
The light 
was too bright and too big, What we 
wished for was little lights and a dis- 
tribution of them to people’s houses in 
just the same way that gas is sent 
around and burned at your fixture 
when you want it. I remember, along 
about then, Grosvenor P. Lowry 
thought perhaps I could succeed in 
soiving the problem, and he raised a 
little money and formed the Edison 
Electric Light Company. We started 
the laboratory at Menlo Park. The 
way we worked it was that I got a cer- 
tain sum if money a week and em- 
ployed a certain number of men, and 
= went ahead to see what we could 

Replying to an inquiry as to how he 
went at the problem, Mr. Edison 
laughed and said: “Why, it was easy. 
It was easy enough to see that the sub- 
division never could be accomplished 
unless each light was made independ- 
ent of every other. Now it was plain 
enough that they could not burn in 
series; hence they must burn in mul- 
tiple arc. It was with this conviction 
that I started. I was fired with the 
idea of the incandescent lamp as op- 
posed to the arc lamp, so I went to 
work and got some very fine platinum 
wire drawn. As well as I remember 
it was made by Johnston, Mathy & 
Co., in London, We tried to make the 
platinum work, but it didn’t stand. 
Then we tried mixing in about 10 per 
cent. of iridium with the platinum, but 
we couldn't force that high enough 
without melting it. After that came a 
lot of experimenting, covering the wire 
with oxide of cerium and a iot of other 
things such as the Welsbach people 
use nowadays. Then I got ai great 
idea; I took a cylinder of zirconia and 
wound about 100 feet of the platinum 
fine wire on it coated with magnesia 
from the syrupy acetate. What I was 
after was getting a high resistance 
lamp, and I made one in that way that 
worked up to forty ohms; but the oxide 
developed the phenomenon that Dr. 
Nernst has run up against lately—I 
‘didn’t see it then as he does now—and 
the lamp short-circuited iteelf. 

“After that,” continued the inventor. 
warming up to his eubject. “we went 
fishing around and trying all sorts and 
shapes of things to make a ([filiment 
that would stand. .We tried silicon and 
boron and a lot of things that I have 
forrotten now. The funny part of {t 
was that I never thought in those days 
that carbon would anewer, because a 
fine hair of carbon was so sensitive to 
oxidation. Finally I thought I would 
try it, because we had rt very high 
vacua and good condition @ or it.

Game Electrically Protected. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 2.—A Massachu- 
setts breeder of pheasants in congrat- 
ulafing himself that he has at last 
checkmated the cats and skunks and 
biped poachers which for a long time 
have been making nocturnal raids on 
the corral in which he keeps his stock 
of Mongolian pheasants. The effective 
protection which he has now devised 
consists of wire netting running round 
the corral, which carries an electric 
current powerful enough to kill small! 
animals which come in contact with 
it or to knock down a man. The cur- 
rent is derived from a dynamo at- 
attached to a water motor, making 
two thousand revolutions a minute. 
After this plant was installed, half 
a mile of copper wire was strung along 


closes about an acre and a half of 
land. The corral has a roof of wire 
also, and when the dynamo is running 
the whole Inclosure is encircled within 
the shield of electric current. The gates 
to the corral are also wired, and so 
connected that anyone tampering with 
them will receive a heavy shock. 
There is no point at which entrance 
can be made to the aviary where 
abundant protection is not given.

ANCESTORS PYGMIES? 


NEW THEORY STARTED BY RECENT 


[New York Herald:}] In the theory 
of human evolution a new link has been 
forged. One of the puzzies of anthro- 

ts has been explained, if iate 
conciusions of Swiss scientists are to 
be accepted as true. 

One of 


in the tracing of the descent of man 
from the apes has been the fact that 
those most nearly resembling man 
were dimunutive size. The gigantic 
gorilla is most unlike man in other 
respects, though resembling him in 
size, while the apes of America are 
most like man in other respects, al- 
though much smalier than man as he 
now exists. 

It has never occurred to scientists to 
Suggest that there was once upon a 
time a race of v small men who 


these smaller apes and the larger men 
developed in the course of thousands 
of years by the law of the survival of 
the fittest. 

But now discoveries have been made 
which are far better than any priori 
hypothesis could have been. The very 
bones of this primitive race, the tools 
and implements which they made and 
used and the drawings of the prehis- 
toric animals, as well as their remains, 
have also been found. 

Tt hes been known that there were 
races of emall beings in Africa and 
India, but no one suggested that these 
might constitute a connecting link be- 
tween man and the small anthropoid 
apes. The finding of a European race 
of pygmies has completed the circle 
of the small races, so that scientists 
ere forced to the conclusion that herein 
lies a solution of one of the most vexed 
problems of evolution. 

This astounding discoyery was made 
by Dr. Jakob Nuesch, near the well 
known Schaffhausen, on the Rhine. As 
has been the care with ali of the great- 
est discoveries of prehistoric remains, 
whether in France and Germany or in 
distant Patagonia, a natural cave was 
the repository of these treasures of 
hoary antiquity. It was in the cave 
of Schweizersbild that the remains were 
found which are now arousing so much 
interest among the scientists of Europe 
and the world at large. 

The discoverer, Dr. Nuesch, was not 
content to reply upon his own judg- 
ment alone. He has placed the matter 
in the hands of the “Soctete Helvetique 
de Sciences Naturalles,” whose special- 
ists have just published their reports 
upon their, remarkable finds. 

How far back this cave goes and the 
age of ite first octupation by man is 
naturally the first query. It is from 
a study of the strata or layers in the 
cave that a scientific conclusion fs made 
possible. In these layers, removed with 
the greatest care, lies the history of 
thousands of years, written in the re- 
mains of the animals and men who 
lived in the long ego. There is un- 
rolled before our eyes the whole line 
of progress from the earliest paleolithic 
age, when the rudest stone implements 
were fashioned up to the neolithic age 
of polished stone and on to the age of 
bronze and iron: The thickness of the 
strata forms a kind of hour glass or 
chronometer by which the length of 
the various ages can be calculated. 
There are five distinct layers upon 
which the scientists agree as existing 
in this cave:

All the strata together form a thick- 
ness of from 240 to em. (between 80 
and 90 inches.) 

It is generally accepted that the neo- 
titthic period reaches back to about 
4000 years ago. Since that time a layer 
of soll has been forfmed in this cave 
of 40 cm. over the graves of these men 
and women of the age that used 
smoothed stones to dig these very 
graves. Hence, a thousand years are 
required for the formatjon of 10 cm. of 
stratum. If it be admitted that the 
formation of rock from the diluvial 
period to the present day has n 
uniform—as seems apparent from the 
uniform trographic character of the 
breccia-—the formation of the strate 
must have occupled these periods of

The pygmies, 
then who were the first men of the 
older stone age, or the paleolithic , 
as it is termed, lived over 200 centu 
azo in Switzerland. 

The cave is some 207 square meters 
in extent, well above any flood ris! 
from the valley in which it lies, an 
therefore the remains are perfectly pre- 
served. In order that no particle should 
be harmed or lost, every piece was 
taken up with the hands, no spades or 
picks being utilized for fear of break- 
ing some of the fragile bones or other 
remains. 

While the lower stratum was last 
reached, it is perhaps better to begin 
with it and show how the various 
etrata were formed and what was found 
in them. In it were great masses of 
remains of rodents, in so good a state 
of preservation that it was impossible 
to believe they had been swept into the 
cave by wind or water. The condition 
of the skeletons showed aiso that they 
had not been dragged here or de- 
voured by beasts of prey, but it was 
thought that In these remains lay the 
refuse from the meals of the first 
troglodytes. Nor was it deemed sur- 
prising that in the lowest layers there 
are no remains of reindeer or other 
large enimals, for the man was thought 
not yet ren yee skilled to catch or 
kill the larger and fleeter animais, and 
was content with the smaller rodents. 
_ This su sition seemed all the more 
| probable ause nowhere in this stra- 
|} tum was there any trace of fireplace 

or ashes. Man ate his food raw and 
| did not yet know how to make a fire 
‘even for warmth. This was the first 

supposition. But later, in digging be- 

neath this stratum a well-marked fire- 
| place was found, with heaps of es, 
proving that the first men to reach 
the cave were already masters of fire. 
The explanation of the well-picked 
bones of animals eaten raw lay in the 
discovery of peculiar heaps of the bones 
such as are still made by birds of prey, 
and it is evident that such were the 
devourers of these rodents. Before 
long the remains of the rodents were 
followed by those of the reindeer. Thus 
of reindeer hun- 


mains, indicating the climatic con- 
ditions at the time when man first 
made his way hither. They are dis- 
tinctly representative of Arctic fauna. 
There are the wolf, the ice fox, the 
glutton, the brown bear, the great 
weasel, the mole, the snow mouse, the 
Siberian onion mouse, remains of the 
reindeer, the snowfield hen, the Alpine 
snow hen and several kinds of 

A.giance at the forty-one species 
found in this layer shows that here 
we have to deal with animals belong- 
ing in the arctic regions north of 
seventy degrees; in fact, animals 
now found around the poles fived about 
this cave 24,000 years ago. As a con- 
sequence, the climate must have been 
arctic at that time. And the appear- 
_ance of some of the species near the 
|; upper part of the layer point to the 
}econclusion that the climate was be 
ginning to grow milder. 
| Jt was at this time that man ap- 
' peared, for he has written this event 
| down in the irrefragabie proofs of rude 
stone implements found in the upper 
| part of this stratum. Here, too, are 
‘some bones split evidently by the hand 
of man. They split the flinty rocks by 
main force, or broke off splinters for 
implements of the chase and the house- 
hold. The very workshop in which 
these implements were made has been 
found in the cave indicated by the de- 
fective bits scattered around. 

It is in the yellow “culture layer” 
that the largest part of the traces of 
human occupation and civilization are 
found. These men of the paleolithic 
age, the pygmies whose remains have 
been found in the graves in which they 
were leid, were a remarkable race of 
little ople. with brains far ater 
than those of the highest apes, the first 
advance beyond the simian to the hu- 
man. The enormous mass of broken 
bones of animals, the maces and ham- 
mers point to the intelligence of the 
race, which is made all the more evi- 
dent by the implements made of flint, 
bone and horn. 

No less than 14,000 implements of flint 
were found in this layer, besides 1,304 
of bone and horn. 

The fact that the only animal bones 
found in the yellow stratum were those 
of the reindeer and the Alpine 
hare proves that this entire layer is 
due to the men of the paleoclithic age. 
The fireplace arranged with an oven 
is the oldest kitchen known. Here the 
stones were first heated and the food 
then placed upon them and inside of 
the oven, as in a modern clambake. 

Coming to the matter of the remains 
of the human beings it is found that 
the graves of fourteen individuals have 
been opened. Five of these are un- 
‘doubtedly of pygmies, for not only 
were their skulls found, but some of 
the other bones as well, They were 
not dwerfs, for the bones of dwarfs 
show to the eyes of the scientists un- 
mistakable signs of their character. 

The universal myth of all nations 
that In ancient times very #mall men 
lived in the caves and inside of the 
mountains ig at last explained as a 
fact of natural history by the dis- 
covery of these pygmies in Switzer- 
land. It has been supposed that the 
pyemy races of the modern times were 
degenerations of living larger races, 
for it has been held that the men of 
encient time were very large, or that 
“there were giants in those days.” 

It is impossible to trace here, as its 
done in the publication of the Swiss 
acientific society, all of the details of 
advancement from the primal stage 
and most ancient age up to the pres- 
ent time, but the importance of the d's- 
covery of a Europesn race of pygmies 
makes it one which may well mark 
the opening of the new century in 
which so many unsolved prob are 
to be explained away.

BOER ARTILLERY.* 

. Albrecht, a German officer who 
i with the Boers, tells us in the 
t Wochenbiatt the strength and 
y of the Free State artillery were 
hugely overestimated in Europe 
the war began.

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NATURE’S LAWS. 

T IS encouraging to look forward and contemplate 

some of the great possibilites of the future in the 

marvelous progress of the race. That the onward 
march of science and of invention will be even more 
rapid in the century which has just opened than it was 
in the unrivaled century just closed cannot for a mo- 
ment be doubted. “Onward!” is forever the watchword 
of Christian civilization, and the march is steady and 
unceasing. The world’ is just beginning to solve some 
of the great problems of nature, and no previous age 
discerned so fully as we do at this day the inconceivable 
vastness of thoee problems, nor the influence which their 
solution will bring to bear upon the existing conditions 
of life, and the changes which will result therefrom. 

The dreams of scientists almost startle us by the 
wonders which they conceive. They have discovered 
that the great and mighty forces of nature were in- 
tended as the servants of man; that though second only 
to Omnipotence in their power, they are but waiting 
man's intelligent command to do his bidding. And the 
strenuous, stirring life of today, full of its new con- 
sciousness of power, is reaching forth for mastery, and 
making ready for the subjugation of the natural forces 
of the universe. 

Electricity is regarded as the “wizard force” that will 
bring about some of the greatest triumphs of the next 
half century. “To electricity,” it has been justly said, 
“perhaps more than to any other material agent, ap- 
plies the inspired utterance in which our whole era has 
its keynote: ‘I make all things new,’” and it will also 
make life far more pleasant. It will further be a power- 
ful agent in abol‘shing war, for its appliances will make 
warfare so deadly, and the annihilation of great armies 
so sure, that no nation will be so reckless as to seek to 
settle its difficulties by a resort to hostilities. T. C. 
Martin, in a recent number of Success, asserts what elec- 
tricity will give us: “For defense, forts without men; 
for attack, ships without crews, will be among the 
earlier, more trivial efforts. A modern electrical power 
plant that, through motor-driven artillery, can,huri ex- 
plosives and corrosives over wide provinces twenty-six 
hours a day, eight days a week, is possible as one crude 
beginning of work that must render hostilities absurd. 
e 6 It is not rash to assume that the electrical in- 
ventéons near at hand will at least equal those in the 
past of Morse, Edison, Bell, Siemens, Kelvin, Tesla, 
Sprague, and others of equal intellectual rank in their 
respective branches. “The greater lies before.’” 

And into what a future does Nikola Tesla look when 
_ he unhesitatingly asserts that we may see the realization 
in the not far distant future of the following predictions: 


1. A system of wireless telegraphy by which a mes- 
gage can be sent clear around the world. 

2. Electrical production of ozone for sterilizing water, 
to rid it of its many impurities. 

3. The manufacture of artificial food by oxidized 
hydrogen. 


4. The fiying machine will be a fact. It will not 
bring universal peace, as some suppose. Some nation 
will rule the air as well as the sea. 

5. Future developments will tend to diminish the 
number of individuals engaged in battle. This will bring 
into use a machine which can be operated by the fewest 
possible individuals. 

6. The perfection of the telautomaton, a machine hav- 
ing all its bodily movements controlled from a distance, 
without wires. Telautomatics are applicable to any ma- 

: e nsmission energy through the 
earth without a wire. 

8. A system to draw energy from the sun. 

9. The electrolytic process of extracting iron from 
ore, and molding it into required forms without fuel 
consumption. 

10. The electrolytic manufacture of aluminum and its 
of copper and, possibly, iron.

The laws 
will be man’s great instruments of power, and as he 
studies them and sees the wisdom and beneficence dis- 
played in them there must be an uplift in his moral 
and spiritual nature that shall tend to the ennobling 
and advancement of the race. We cannot doubt that the 
twentieth century will be grand in its unfolding of 
scientific truths, and that through them man will come 
nearer to the great heart of nature, whose mighty throb- 
bings respond to the life and energy of eternal law: 
A ct catt made on Stuart while in Ireland. He was 
requested to visit an old castle which had stood 
for centuries, and was the possession of a tailor who 
had made his fortune with army contracts. This worthy 
told him that he wished him to paint the portraits of 
his ancestors. He had no miniatures or silhouettes, 
nothing by which to guide the imagination, but wished 
the portraits painted of such ancestors as he ought to 
have had. Stuart, therefore, went to work. He was 
hamp>red by no traditions. He began in the dim rezions 
of the Conquest, and an array of Crusaders and judges 
in robes and wigs and ladies in antique costume, sylph- 
like sprites and stately matrons were presented, accord- 
ing to their age and time. Never had an artist a more 
delightful field for the imagination. This generous pa- 
tron was thus enab‘ed to exhibit his aristocratic lineage, 
in the words of “Slender,” to “all his successors who 
have gone before him and all his ancestors who came 
after him.” 

In view of the spirit of vandalism which is striving to 
undermine the fame of the ideals of the past, there is 
some‘hing to te said for the perspective and chiaroscuro 
of the tailor who te hought him:elf to elect his ancestors. 
If the tailor taught his children to see a Sidney or a 
Raleigh among those pictured knights, they might, 
down the line of generations, become more than exam- 
ples of vanity. If the value of our souls is in proportion 
to what we admire, the selection of our ancestors and the 
picture galleries where we bring our homage is a matter 
of no small moment. | 

In this time it is of interest to remember the spirit 
of Gladstone when he asserted the historical reality of 
Homer and followed the advocacy of Mure in contradic- 
tion to the ideas of Payne, Knight, Geddes, and some of 
the German philologists. The myth-eyp!aincrs are tear- 
ing away those “trailing clouds of glory” of which 
Wordsworth tells, and taking with them some powerful 
motors to the enjoyment of beauty and much of incen- 
tive to highest thought. If the whole history of litera- 
ure could be written we should know the story of many 
resolute souls who have gained the purpose to do, the 
sagacity to see, and the ability to conquer likes and dis- 
likes, from some book of fiction which enlightened the 
heart. The lesson may have been learned in a humble 
volume not on the list of those works of culture in 
which pride of attainment is apparent, but its pages 
taught self-sacrifice, how to bear life without mumuring, 
whatsoever the darkness of its conditions, and had that 
primary attraction which is the needed characteristic’ 
of the book of the period, the encouragement to develop 
truth in character. 

Another generation will remember gratefully the fic- 
tion of Jean Ingelow, Blackmore, Shorthouse, and other 
wisely-chosen volumes, which, although not written for 
a moral purpose, may be enumerated on the list of char- 
acter-forming fiction. These aré the voices that tell us 
that the man who lacks sincerity can by no means of 
culture become a gentleman. Where is a nobler lesson 
in charity than In the story of Victor Hugo's “Bishop,” 
who gave his magnificent episcopal residence for the 
uses of the poor, the sick and friendlesas? “Widowhood 
or orphaned families had no occasion to send for this 
bishop, for he came uncalled. He sought to transform 
the grief that gazes at a grave, by showing it the faith 
that looks at a star.” 

In no pages of history are to be found stronger por- 
traitures than in the historical novels of which Scott is 
illustrative. Bulwer’s “Harold, The Last of the Saxon 
Kings,” and the Savonarola of George Elict’s “Romola,” 
are types so vivid that we find the “strain of rareness,” 
to borrow a phrase from Shakespeare, and recognize a 
rich and vivid humanity. , 

Since the days of the carlier historical romances, with 
their picturesque castles and martial elements, where 
men fought for love with long lances, ‘fe has grown 
luxurious, and many types of the modern novel cer- 
tainly produce tranquillity of spirit. The increased mul- 
tipLicity of books bas undoubtedly made this a dry-eyed 
generation. The current trend is that of smiling sar- 
casm, a method of deliberate anatomy, and often a habit 
of stating unproven thcories which partakes of incolence.. 
One would prefer to find a little less of satiety, and 
some of the spirits that hovered around the enchanted

From Our Own Correspondent, 


URING the coming year Australasia is to be ape 

of the world’s chief news centers. The Australian 

colonies have already gone into federation, New 
Zealand is preparing to join to its government those of 
the Tonga and Fiji Islands, and we may soon have sev- 
eral independent republics away down here in the South 
Pacific Ocean, far below the equator, and almost on the 
other side of the world. So far the people manifest no 
intention of breaking away frem old England, but the 
ropes which bind them to her are little more than ropes 


of sand, and the control of the Queen is nominal Reo @ 


than real. Each colony has a sort of a wooden Governor, 
to whom it pays from $25,000 upward to act as a figure- 
head. Each maintains a separate tariff against the old 
country, and none will tolerate the least interference by 
the Crown in its domestic affairs. 


The Workingman’s Continent. 


The people, in fact, are running this part of the world. 
Australia and New Zealand may be called the working- 
man’s continent. They are the Edward Bellamy lands 
of the present, the center of all sorts of new experi- 
ments as to government control in society and labor. 
During the past year I have traveled quite extensively 
through them, and everywhere I find the eight-hour law 
and the weekly half-holiday. Everywhere in Australia 
the workingmen are to some extent the balance of power, 
but in New Zealand they boast they own the country, 
and that they will eventually down the capitalists. They 
really have control of the government, and are formulat- 
ing-all sorts of new schemes to tax the rich and to re- 
duce them to the level of the poor. The governments 
own the railroads, the telegraphs and telephones, and 


there are those who hope they will eventually become }. 


the owners of the coal mines, gold mines and factories. 
The Trip to New Zealand. 


But frst let me tell you something about New Zea- 
land. To most’of you it is a dead land in a dead part 
of the globe. To one on the ground it is much alive 
and moving along on the lightning express of our s0- 
called civilization. 

The country is not so far away, after all. 

It is now only eighteen days from San Francisco, only 
about forty days from London, and it has lines of steam- 
ers connecting it with all parts of the globe. It has 
regular vessels which go to London by the Cape of Good 
Hope, others which steam there by the Suez Canal, and 
others still which make the trip via South America, 
passing through the Strait of Magellan. You can go on 
the Pacific and Oriental line from Wellington to Lon- 
don, taking the Union steamship line to Sydney, for $200 
and upward, or there and back for $350. The trip is 
around the bottom of Australia, thence to Ceylon, Aden, 
the Suez Canal and across the Med‘terranean to Gibraltar 
and on to London. 

Via South America the cost is about the same, and 
you will call at Punta Arenas, on the Strait of Magellan, 
Montevideo and Rio de Janeiro, and you can, if you will, 
extend your journey from London on around the world 
by crossing the Atlantic to New York, thence to San 
Francisco and thence to New Zealand. This whole trip 
costs $625. 

The Messageries and the North German Lioyd have 
many large ships running from Australia to Europe, 


and, in fact, you can get a steamer almost Any day. As/ 


to trips about the wild New Zealand coast, the service 
is excellent. There are scores of steamers which move 
from port to port, and you can go almost any week to 
the Tongas, the Fijis, and other islands of the South 
Seas. 


The Stormy South Pacific Ocean. 


On the map New Zealand looks like the little half- 
sister of Australia. It is not. It is entirely independent, 
and is 1200 miles away. I came from Australia to Wel- 


lington on the Mokoia, of the Union Steamship Line, a} 


vessel of about 3000 tons, as well furnished, as well kept, 
and as well managed as any which steams up our Great 
Lakes. 

The however, was not as smooth as that of the 
Great Lakes. This Southern Pacific is very much like 
the Northern Atlantic. It is wild and stormy at times. 
The latitude of Wellington is just about that of New 
York, and your surroundings are often dreary and som- 
ber. I found it a great change from the smooth seas of 
the tropics, in which I had been traveling. The clear 
skies and their golden stars seemed to have been plated 
with lead, and the heavy clouds which hung down from 
them were angry and full of wind. 

How the steamer rolled! We had ladder-like racks 
on the table to hold the dishes at every meal, and had 
to lift our soup plates to our chins, balancing the steam- 
ing liquid to the movement of the boat. One night a 
buxom young lady, who was strikingly decollete, sat 
opposite me at.the table. The ship gave a sudden lurch 
and her soup went down—outside. Another girl lost her 
coffee in my lap. My pajamas swung to and from the 
hooks in my cabin, so that it made me almost seasick to 
watch them. As I walked the deck I had to bend this 
way and that to keep my balance, and when I sat the 
deck steward tied me to the rail outside the saloon wall 
to keep me from sliding down to the edge.of the boat. 
The spray dashed over everything, and, as a New Zea- 
land girl said, “It was real na-asty!” 


A Storm South of the Equator. 
Still the southern ocean is grand. Stand with me on 


the Mokoia and take a look at it off the coast of New 
Zealand in the midst of a storm. The sea, green from 
its shallow depth, is rolling in vast waves to and fro. 
It is a seething, foaming miass. There are white caps 
everywhere. We are mounting and falling upon sea- 
green hills, spotted with foam, and in places blanketed 
with white. Great billows are chasing one another like 
race horses over the roads of the sea. They roar as they 
run with a noise like the falling of many waters. The 
sunder is that of a thousand Niagaras. 

Now the waves meet and the foam dashes up in a 
spray which catches the sun and turns it to rainbows. 
The sun is low and the rainbows extend at right angles 
out from the ship. They are so close that you can al- 
most wash your fingers In them.

EGYPT'S OLDEST MAN, 


A NEW MUMMY AT THE BRITISH MUSEUM PRE- 
SERVED FROM PREHISTORIC TIME. 


a man which may well be the oldest-known body of 
any human being. The facts concerning it are briefly 
summed up in the following inscription reproduced from 
the case containing the mummy: 

“Body of a man who was buried in a 
grave hollowed out of sandstone on the 
the Nile in Upper Egypt. Before

offerings. The man probably belonged to a fair-skinned, 
light-haired race, which may be regarded as one of the 
aboriginal stocks of Ezypt, whose settlements are usually 
found on the west bank of the Nile. The sfyle of the 
flint implements found in the grave indicates that the 
man lived in the later neolithic period of Egypt, that ic, 
in remote ages long before the rule of Menes, the first 
historical King of Egypt.” 

The grave was first seen by a wandering Arab; he 
reported his discovery to a British official, who imme- 
diately sent a coup'e of Egyptian soldiers to guard it 
day and night until it could be safely removed. The 
body is not a mummy of the ordinary historic Egyptian 
period such as that of Rameses II, ‘he father of the 
Pharaoh of the Exodus. It was never bound up in linen 
or cased in any painted coffin, but was merely coated 
with a preparation of bitumen, the Arabic word for 
which is mumia; hence, our word mummy. To reach 
the period when this man hunted along the banks of the 
Nile it is necessary to travel backward in time through 
the modern period since Elizabeth, through Medieval — 
Europe, through the whole history of Rome and Greece, 
past the time of the earliest mummied king the museum 
possesses, past even Menes, the aarliest King to which 
Egyptian records make reference, who, actording to Ma- 
riette, ruled about 56004 B.C. Then we are among two 
prehistoric races, one the conquerors and the other the 
conquered, out of which sprang the Egyptiaa race of the 
earliest dynasties. It is with these remote stocks that 
this man is connected. Considering the conditions in 
which he was found it is evident that he was associated 
with a late period of the new Stone Age of Egypt. He 
is buried in a characteristically-neolithic grave (the 
graves of this period are covered with rude slabs of 
stone.) and has neolithic pots and flint implements be- 
side him. They are like other neolithic pots and chipped 
filnt weapons and knives found in otner parts of the 
world. The fine, thin flint knives were perhaps placed 
in the grave as part of a funeral ritual. The; should

HOW THE NEW INVENTION OF PROF. 
PUPIN WORKS. 


By a Special Contributor. 


ROF. MICHAEL IDVORSKY PUPIN of Columbia 
University, has recently invented an apparatus by 
which he has demonstrated the possibility of tele- 


phoning across the ocean and substituting telegraphy at 
the rate of 1000 words a minute for the present system of 


‘fifteen to twenty words a minute used in cabling across 


the Atlantic. His invention is not so revolutionary in 


. its character as was the first use of the telephone or 


even as is the introduction of wireless telegraphy, but it 
is important enough to warrant general attention and 
valuable enough to be acquired by the American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company for half a million dollars 
and a large annuity to the inventor. It is not often that 
a college professor is paid $100,000 a year for his labor: 
Prof. Pupin is an exception to the general rule. It has 
taken him about five years to work out the present prin- 
ciple. The scientific possibilities have been proved; the 
commercial side now remains to be taken up and ap- 
plied to general use. 

Began Six Years Ago. ! 

It was in 1895 that Prof. Pupin began his series of ex- 
periments now first made known in their successful re- 
sult to the public. Doubtless many other scientists had 
wag moves over the problems of resistance in wires used 

long-distance transmission, but no one saw a way 


of overcoming the difficulties. With the systems now in 
use only very long electric waves can be produced. These 
waves are hundreds of miles long and the main diffi- 
culty in finding a way of studying their effects lies in 
just-this fact—their great length. There were, previous 
to the work of Prof. Pupin, no laboratory experiments 
possible by which to prove any mathematical theories re- 
garding them. Indeed, it was not until Heinrich Hertz 
produced electric waves short enough to be measured in 
a laboratory that the study of electric waves and their 
effects received much attention. Even then the subject 
was difficult of approach so far as its application to tele- 
phony and telegraphy with wires was concerned. The 
laws for the Hertzian waves do not hold for the long 
waves, for the reason that the Hertzian waves radiated 
in free space and the ordinary telephone or telegraph 
waves are forced along a single path or wire. Prof. 
Pupin pointed out this fact to his fellow scientists some 
two years ago, and explained then to some extent his 
method for overcoming the difficulty. It is interesting 
to note that the vibration of the Hertzian wave is many 
millions per second and the waves vary in length from 
a few inches to a few hundred feet. Marconi uses this 
form of waves for his wireless telegraph work. The or- 
dinary telephone or telegraph wave, on the other hand, 
as has been noted, is hundreds of miles in length and is 
produced by vibrations of only a few hundred or few 
thousand per second. Now the chief drawback to long- 
distance telephony has been the blurring of the vibra- 
tions which act on the telephone receiver, caused by the 
action of these long waves. In telegraphy the main 
difficulty seems to have been the loss of energy along 
the line, together with the great resistance 
of a long line. These difficulties Prof. Pupin set about to 
overcome by an apparatus which would produce short 
Waves and reduce the evil effects of resistance. . 


. To Produce Shorter Waves, 


_ How was he to produce shorter waves? He brought to 


bear first the light of other science on the problem, and 
taking the action of a wave of light in passing through 
different mediums, thus producing various wave lengths, 
he applied the principle to electric waves. For example, 
the wave length of sodium light is shorter in glass than 
in vacuum—light travels slower in glass than in vacuum, 
and if one could increase the index of refraction of glass 
to anything he wished, he could decrease the wave length 
in that glass to anything he wished. As the medium 
grows denser the energy it stores up increases. As Prof. 
Pupin argued, if a substance which stores up & thousand 
times as much energy as a vacuum be placed in the path 
of the ray of light, the waves will be one-thousandth 
part as long in that substance as in the vacuum. 

Now apply the principle to electric waves. Prof. Pup 
found the necessary medium in a certain “cho ras ath 
of wire which he inserted at intervals in his te eph 
circuit. In one of his earlier experiments, he connected 
in a single circuit fourteen coils of wire, each of which 
was capable of storing up the same amount of energy as 
ten miles of telephone wires, that is to say, each had the 
same amount of self-induction, resistance, and capacity 
as ten miles of telephone wire. The coils were placed 
three inches apart, making a total length of three and a 
half feet. He had, then the equivalent of 140 miles of 
telephone wire. A wave 140 miles long would develop its 
whole wave length, taking a spiral course now, in the 
fourteen coils, but as it had gone over only three and a 
half feet. Its reetilinear velocity and therefore its rec- 
tilidtar wave length was reduced to three and one-half 
feet, a reduction to less than one two-hundred thous- 
andth part of its original length. Thus very simply, it 
would seem Prof Pupin found a way of creating short 
waves and having found them, of making swift and ac- 
curate electric communication possible over much greater 
distances than before. One of the great obstacles to

ocean telephony was then removed. It remained to ar- 
range the coils along his wire or cable in such a manner 
that the right effects would be produced, by so adjusting 
each coil that the energy sent through the circuit would 
be conserved. It is in the adjustment of the coils that 
the virtue of the invention consists, and the explanation 
is too technical for general comprehension. It is suffi- 
cient for the laymen to know that the Pupin coils over- 
come the evil effects of electric resistance and make 
possible another great step in practical progress. 


Curious-looking Apparatus. 


To illustrate the invention by Prof. Pupin’s present 
laboratory apparatus, 250 miles of wire are supplied with 
250 “choking coils,” one coil being inserted in every mile 
of the circuit. It was found that the absorption of energy 
which generally takes place along a telegraph or tele- 
phone circuit was greatly reduced. Accordingly the same 
amount of energy sent out from the transmitter would 
go much farther with his apparatus. It was a problem 
of equally-distributing capacity, self-induction, and resis- 
tance 


In its outward appearance, Prof. Pupin’s laboratory 
presents a curious-looking apparatus. Over on each of 
five tables stands a box about two feet square in which 
is contained fifty miles of wire, representing, if you will, 
fifty miles of ocean cable.

We forget ths 
while much is possible to the .photographer in adju: 
ing the lights and shadows so that the best features are‘ 
thrown out in relief while defects are cunningly hidden, 
there is a limit to such possibilities, and he must look 
to his sitter for aid. The elocutionist or actor has 
learned to fall from one. position into an other easily

} will do well to attempt nothing more than a head-and- 


shoulder portrait. A woman's gown, however ridicu!ous 
may be the dictates of fashion, admits of a certain 
amount of graceful draping, with long lines and soft 
folds, which add wonderfully to the portrait as a whole, 
but women even more than men, are apt to have de- 
cided ideas of their own as to the positions in which 
they look best. They are sensitively aware of their own 
deficiency of form or feature and begin by telling the 
artist how they wish to sit or stand, informing him con- 
fidentially that one side or other of the face is the 
“ugly side” and he must by no means take that, etc., 
ete, Even an amateur of slight experience in the 
photozraphic line has sufficient artistic taste and sen- 
sibility to discover for himself which side of the face 
tefore him is the better, and if allowed to follow his own 
taste will (in most cases) make a much better portrait 
than by adopting the suggestions of the sitter, who is 
unable to see himself and often imagines the effect of e 
certain pose to be quite different from that which ap- 
pears on the ground glass. 

The recent acquisition of a new portrait camera by 


all exclaim over } 


the Los Angeles club has stimulated the interest of tho 
members in portrait taking, and the gallery is at pres- 
ent much in demand; in consequence of which the fol- 
lowing suggestions given by L. K. Clendenon who was 
for years a most successful portrait photographer, will 
doubtless be welcomed by the beginner. His timely 
hints are in substance as follows: 

“As the face is the particular part of the anatomy to 
be portrayed we will speak of that briefly. It should be 
the care of the artist to so illuminate his model as to 
give the most complete roundness and detail in every 
feature, and this brings us to the consideration of the 
two distinct schools of lighting, the one known a; plain, 
the other as Rembrandt or shadow lighting. In the 
one, you work toward the light, im the other from the 
light. In the first-mentioned style that portion of the 
sitter’s face nearest the camera or point of vision, re- 
ceives the most light, the farthest points receding in 
shadow. In the latter case the point nearest the camera 
is in shadow. This style of lighting derives its name 
from the celebrated painter Rembrandt, whose methods 
inaugurated a distinctive school, the chief feature be- 
ing the placing of light against black and biack against 
light, thereby giving bolder relief to the figure. 

“A careful study of the model should be made, so as to 
determine which style is most applicable, as condi- 
tions change in each case. You could scarcely expect to 
get the best results from a person with blue eyes looking 
into the light, nor from the individual with swarthy 
complexion and sunken eyes and shaggy brows looking 
into the shadow. 

“Care should be taken not to have the light too strong 
else the detail in the high lights will be lost in the de- 
velopment before the detail in the shadows appears. 
The light should be so subdued as to allow the lights te 
blend into the deepest shadows without making as 
abrupt line. The gradation of light may range from 
almost opacity to transparency in the negative, but few 
points should be represented by pure white In the high 
lights or pure black in the deepest shadows. : 

“A person with angular features should sit in a more 
subdued light than one with round face: Sometimes @ 
reflector is helpful in ccftening deep shadows but only 
in rare instances, as the tendency is to flatten the face.” 

The above suggestions will be appreciated by the be- 
ginner who has endeavored to secure good portraits 
without instruction or aid from an experienced photog- 
rapher. He has probably placed his blue-eyed model, 
of which Mr. Clendenon speaks, with the light shining 
full in the eyes, with the result that there are no eyes 
worth mentioning in the finished portrait. We have all 
seen amateur portraits in which the likeness to the 
original can be all too plainly traced, but in which 
angular features are brought so strongly into promi- 
nence as to render the work more in the line of carica- 
ture, than portrait making. Again the lighting is often

. one side of the face appearing dead white 
while the other lies in dense shadow in which the fea- 
tures are searcely distinguishable, the prominent fault 
in all being that lack of roundness so essential to a good 
portrait. The face appears flat, the negative grows stalé 
from lack of use and the work is altogether unprofit- 
able, both to the amateur who wonders why it is not 
just right and his friend, who has given up his valuable 
time to posing. and is not entirely satisfied with the re- 
sult. By keeping the points above given, carefully in 
mind, when taking your next picture you will be as- 
tonished as well as greatly pleased at the improvement. 
Success in portraiture, however, will come only by ex- 
perience, and even then it is not every photographer 
who is a good portrait maker. You may be able to 
see the possibilities contained in the beautiful land- 
scape, arrange the composition, and secure an admirab!‘e 
picture, and yet not appreciate the varying expressions 
on the face of the model in the gallery. Though not 
generally acknowledged it requires a different artistic 
sense to appreciate the curves and contour of the hu- 
man physiognomy than that possesred by the landscape 
photographer who is far more enthusiastic over a band 
of sheep or a group of cattle resting at noontime beneath 
the shade of a spreading oak than he could possibly be 
in securing the portrait of the prettiest girl he knows.

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SIGNALING TO MARS. 


DIFFERENT VIEWS TAKEN BY NIKOLA 
TESLA AND PROF. PUPIN. 


Froma ‘pecial Correspondent. 


" EW YORK, Feb. 4, 1901.—Nothing in scientific de- 
N velopment in recent years has attracted as much 
“% % attention as Prof. Nikola Tesla’s speculation on the 
ibility of communication with Mars. Although 
‘there is a big if connected with all that is said on the 
subject, it is one which.appeals to the popular imagina- 
tion as few things do, and Mr. Tesla has been besieged 
with letters and much pressed for interviews. But the 
great inventor is not an easy man to interview. He is 
ery willing to talk with anyone who has a real scien- 
“tific interest in his work, provided he has the time to 
give to conversation, but he is a very busy man. 

I called on Mr. Tesla at his workrooms in Houston 
street, a few days ago, and asked him about some of 
“the things that his first interview on the subject of sig- 

nals to Mars left undetermined. 

“There is one thing certain,” said Mr. Tesla; “we can 
get a signal to Mars. That I know past al? peradventure. 

My machinery can do this, while all the old methods 
‘previously discussed must of necessity fail, because of 
the loss of energy in the transmission of light. All 
doubt as to the ability of man to signal almost any 
‘@istance through space has been dissipated, for the elec- 
trical stresses driven through space by oscillations will 
_ accomplish anything desired in that direction. After a 
‘short period, when I have disposed of some pressing 
Matters that demand my immediate attention, I shall 
take pleasure in designing machinery for any college or 
university or scientific association, for the transmission 
of signals to Mars. And I will give my services en- 
@irely free.” 

“How long will it take to reach Mars by the electrical 
@scillations?”’ I asked him. 

Mr. Tesla made some rapid calculations, then an- 
~ Bounced that it would take three minutes, or thereabouts. 
“But, after the stresses are there,” said he, it is by no 

means certain they will be understood. All I claim is 
that we can send our signals to Mars. Now, there may 
be no people on the planet. Then, again, if it is in- 
habited, the people may not have reached opr scientific 
level.” 

“Will it require a receiving apparatus, similar to that

Martians Must Understand Science. 


“Yes,” he replied. “The Martians must have discov- 
ered something exactly the same as mine to even know 
that we are signaling. The receiving apparatus is of 
the most delicate character, and without it no one could 
know, at a distance, that others were trying to attract 
“their attention.” 

_ “Is your appliance known to science?” 

“In a general way, it is,” said Mr. Tesla. “But only 
I know the metals used in its construction, and these are 
essential.” 

“But,” I asked, “if the people in Mars, supposing it 
inhabited, had reached our scientific knowledge, would 


they not now be signaling to us, and if they were, would 
“you know it?’ 


[sible for us to transmit energy to Mars at the rate of 
1-50,000th of a horse power, and this, in the tuned 
cult of the planet, and by a skillful adjustment of 
aparatus, could be increased 
power. And, moreover, not a 
energy would be available for operating of tie receiv- 
ing instrument. 

“Perhaps I can best illustrate the difference between 
transmitting stresses and rays, by stating that, whereas, 
in the latter the energy is very soon lost by the dissipa- 
tion inevitably accompanying its propulsion, the trans- 
mission of electrical stresses resembles more the work- 
ing, back and forth, of a weightless, elastic tube from 
this earth to Mars, or any other desired objective point. 
In this estimate, which is necessarily rough and lacking 
in technical detail, I have ignored the influence of the 
sun and other planets, but there is no reason for believ- 
ing that the disturbance would be so great as to throw 
the calculations far out of the way. We are, in short, 
justified in believing that communicating with Mars is 
entirely possible and practicable. We do not positively 
know thai Mars is inhabited, yet I feel convinced 
such is the fact. 

“The energy with which I claim to be able to send a 
communication to Mars at the rate of one-fifth horse 
power, as related to the initial power already ment'oned, 
is superior to light rays in the following important re- 
spect: I have already told you that the energy I use 
is not dissipated with the square of thé distance, but 
in linear proportion to the same. The energy trans- 
mitted through light rays will go a certain distance 
without appreciable loss. At twice that distance, say, it 
has lost half its power. The force I use will, in the 
same distance, lose but one-quarter of its power, a vast 
and very important difference.” 

Prof. Pupin’s Tender Conscience. 

I asked Prof. Pupin of Columbia University if he 
would answer Mr. Tesla’s statements. Prof. Pupin has 
recently come to the front in the scientific world, espe- 
cially in science as applied to electricity and the trans- 
mission and retention of electrical energy. He is the in- 


ventor of the world-renowned system by which it is 
be sent under the

“As regards the theory itself, any schoolboy would 
think of the same thing.

thing. But the practice would not be possible.” 


“Do you think,” I asked him, “if the space outside the 
belt of air surrounding the earth, and whose chemical 
analysis is known, would effect adversely the propulsion 
of electrical currents or impulses?” 


No Disturbing Force Probable. 


“Oh, the chemical properties of the space throughout 
all the universe are well enough understood,” he ree 
plied, “to warrant one in assuming that there would B¢ 
little if any disturbance from any hidden or misundem 
stood forces. Ether is the same throughout. It is ag 
immutable thing. So far as I know, there would be ao 
If one could produce an electrical 


second—a vast difference.” 

“Would an equal initial energy of light rays or oscil 
lations reach farthest into space?” I asked him. 

“Light rays, without doubt,” said Prof. Pupin. “But 
even if Mars could be reached by any form of electrical 
energy, it would be a simple multiplying up to 
mine the electrical force necessary. No one has 
that, for the very simple reason that it is of not 
slightest use in the world. There would be no 
achievement in the accomplishment. It would be

PRIMITIVE LIFE OF SETTLERS NEAR 
THE NEW SALT LAKE LINE. 


By a Special Contributor. 


HERE are probably no white people in all Amer- 
lea who live such simple, primitive lives as those 
* im the Mormon settlements in Southern Utah and 


deprived of a good share of modern luxuries and up-to 
Gate elements of civilization.

I attended one of the home missionary meetings. The 
brethren were from St. George. There were about 
twenty at the meeting. The brother who spoke gave the 
Mormon interpretation of the Bible, or the passages upon 
which the Mormon faith was based. The people were ex- 
horted to instruct their young, not only for the duties of 
life, but that they might be prepared to go out into the 
world when called and “teach the gospel of Joseph 
Smith to every creature.” The speaker stated that there 
were 2000 missionaries in the field today, and he believed 
the time would come when the Mormon religion would be 
the great universal religion of all the people. 


School, Church and Dancing Hall. 

The only public building at St. Thomas consists of a 
very primitive echoolroom, a canvas structure thirty feet 
long by eighteen wide, with a rough-board floor; a crude 
frame of poles covered with boughs acts as a fly and 
partly shuts out the burning sun. At the corner, sus- 
pended from an upright frame, there is a bell about the 
size of those used on locomotives. This serves to call 
the school and on Sunday to announce to the brethren 
the hour for public worship. Dancing is about the only 
amusement the people have. The dances are attended 


by young and old, and are opened with prayer. It is a 
custom among the Mormons to give a reception, dance 
and supper to the young men who have been called to 
the mission field. It is done as a good-by send-off, and 
to give the friends of the young an opportunity to get 
together and contribute their mite to the spread of the 
gospel according to the Latter-day Saints. In this way 
a purse is made up for the one who is about to give his 
time and labor to the church. A little cash helps him to 
get to his field, after which, as missionary, he is sup- 
posed to travel without purse or scrip. 

A few days after my arrival, a party of people 
wegt to Bunkerville, twenty-five miles up Virgin 
River, to attend a dance and supp:r of th's kind. On the 
réturn trip they were unable to cross the Virgin, owing 
to the high waters, and were obliged to remain out al! 
night on the banks of the stream. : 

Overton is the largest town in the valley, having a 
population of about seventy-five. The other settlements 
being much smaller, the people usually drift into the 
metropolis of Overton for anything like a big time. I 
was stopping with a family at St Thomas when the even- 
ing arrival for a missionary dance and entertainment. 
A father and mother, a grown son and daughter, a three- 
year-old, a baby in arms, a neighbor and myself made up 
the party. We drove the eight miles very comfortably in 
a large democrat wagon. I had been given a hint that 
the hall at Overton was not a pretentious affair, but 
was unprepared for the kind of public building actually 
found. The building is a structure—or better, a wig- 
wam—thirty-six feet long, eighteen wide; the side walls 
are about seven feet and the ridge sixteen feet high.

A young lady accompanist was seated 
at the organ. The four-note range increased the mono- 
tonous tone of the music. There was a row of people old 
and young—all around the room.

The Missionary Dance. 

A quiet observer of the primitive and simple surround- 
ings is impressed with the intense earnestness of all 
that takes place. Everything was enjoyed and done 
with a vigor not exceeded by any company I ever saw. 
The waltz, two-step, Spanish dance and polka were all 
attempted, some of the young people dancing extremely 
well, though the majority are far from being experts. 
The dance which gave the greatest opportunity for show- 
ing original steps was the Lancers. The “allemande left 
and swing your partner,” was danced with exceeding 
vigor. The gallant swain would put his left arm out and 
up at right angle, his right arm around the girl. She 
would grab his left arm with both hands in order to 
keep her feet, the swing sending her skirts flying at a 
shocking angle, controlled only by the width of the skirt. 
In “forward and back,” came the fancy step of the youth 
who kept time with the music by hitting the floor and 
shuffling the sand in a way that would have done credit 
to the drum major of a circus band. Calling the figures 
in the square dances was really an attractive feature of 
the ball. The man who did it was a lively dancer and the 
music was fast. He sang the calls, “forward four, alle- 
mande left, swing them ladies to the center,” “or bunch 
the girls,” “grand right and left and promenade all.” ‘The 
calls were musical and in good time. All seemed to 
catch the spirit of his melodious voice, and the dance 
reached a climax of vigor when the call came to “hit the 
floor” (forward four,) “eight hands around, break and 
twist her down.” By the time each dance was finished 
the participants were out of breath and, rushing to their“ 
seats with the remark, “That was a hot old dance, wasn’t 
it?” following this up with “Give us another, Bill.” 

One couple particularly attracted my attention. I was 
told they had been “read out in meeting” the Sunday 
before as candidates for matrimony. The youth was one 
of those awkward, dul! anatomical structures sometimes 
seen in the rural district, of medium height and not very 
stout. He was trying to raise a mustache, and there 
were a few scattering hairs below his ears. He had an 
inexpressive countenance and a don't-forget-me look that 
was pathetic. His coat sagged at his shoulders and was 
a size too large, while his trousers were too long and 
hung in folds about his boots. The girl was fully as 
unprepossessing. She wore a faded purple waist that 
had seen better days, a green skirt and a pink sash 
reaching nearly to the floor. The boy was one of the 
curious that gave the double shuffle in the “forward 
four.” He would dive at his partner with a don’t-leave- 
me-again-darling air, and swing her off her feet. After 
one of these attacks, her hands would involuntarily fly 
to her skirt and give it a hunch, but before she could fix 
it, there was a “grand right and left" and another swing, 
and by the time the set was out there would be a space 
between the purple waist and the green skirt that the 
pink sash wouldn't cover, and she was obliged to seek a 
thickly-populated corner for ri pairs. 


The “Pie Wagon.” 


It was now time for refreshments. Each family had 
brought something to be served during the evening. The 
small boys had been hanging around for an hour waiting 
for what they called the “pie wagon.” All were gathered 
in the wigwam. There were no formalities of plates and 
napkins. The announcement was made, when a big dish 
of sandwiches was brought in and passed around by two 
girls. Then followed chicken and cold ham. Cake and 
pie came next. Some boys in the corner cleaned up the 
first few plates, and then were passed by, or I don’t 
know that anyone'else could have been served. But it 
was all the boys got out of the show. I thought they 
were entitled to the cake. After awhile, a pail of 
water with tin-cup attachment was passed around. An old 
Dane, first counsel to the bishop, announced that he 
would receive contributions to assist the brother in his 
work in the mission-field. He stated if there were any 
who were not prepared to give cash, he would actept 
grain. It could be disposed of afterward and the pro- 
ceeds sent to the brother. Nearly every one walked 
and paid his tithe. The brother was invited to address 
his friends in Israel. He thanked all for the part th 
had taken in his farewell, and promised to do his best 
carry the gospel of Joseph Smith to the heathen of the 
southern States, and wished the prayers of those of ‘his 
faith that his efforts might bear fruit to the glory’ of 
God.

THE TALL SOLDIER. 


CALLED FROM THE RANKS TO CONVERSE WITH 
THE GREAT PRESIDENT. 
BY MAHLON SHAABER, 
Private in Co. B, Ninety-third Pennsylvania Volunteers. 

While the Ninety-third Regiment of Pennsylvania 
Volunteers was passing through Washington in review, 
in January, 1862, among the thousand who lined Penn- 
sylvania avenue, was a small group of unusually large 
men surrounding one who towered above all of them. 
This man was gaunt and pale with a serious caste of 
countenance and stooping shoulders. He wore a high 
silk hat and a black frock coat which fitted him indif- 
ferently. As I marched past the group, this man extended 
a long arm and called out: : 

“Bub! Bub!” 

Capt. Arthur of my company, B, saw that the tall man 
was addressing me and without telling me who he was 
told me to leave the ranks and go to him. His personality 
was a source of interested conjecture to me. That he 
was President ‘ever entered my head. With a friendly 
smile he took my hand and said: 

“Excuse my rudeness; it was jealousy on my part that 
made me call you out to size you up. How tall are you 
and what is your age and weight?” 

“I am 6 feet 6% inches,” I said; “in my seventeenth 
year, and weigh 135 pounds.” 

Then he produced a black-covered memorandum book 
and put down the figures in it. Perhaps it struck him 
then that I did not know him. He introduced himself in 
this most characteristic way: 

“I am Old Abe,” and continued, “this gentleman, my 
son, is Vice-Peresident Hamlin.” 

The other gentlemen in the party were Gen. Cameron 
and Gov. Curtin of Pennsylvania. Prigdent Lincoln 
noted in his memorandum book the height of each of 
us, and added up the figures, remarking: 

“It will be a good while, I guess, before as small a 
party as this can show as big a total of inches.” 

Here is the entry as he put it down in his book:

LIKE AN INDIAN FAKIR, IT GOES IN FOR A 
LONG, FASTING BURIAL. 


{Spectator:] A fish of curious habits exists in New 
and, as it has apparently hitherto escaped the 
notice of naturalists, you will, perhaps, admit a brief 
account of it. The fish is called by the Maoris the 
kakawai. Its habitat is very extensive in the North 
Island, it may be found on the Wairarapa Plains, : 
the Forty-mile Bush, etc. It is generally . discovered 
when a man is digging out rabbits or making postholes 
in the summer time, and it lies at a depth of a foot or 
two feet under the soil. The character of the soil, 
whether sandy or loamy, does not seem to matter. The 
fish is from two to three inches long, silvery, shaped like 
a minnow, but rather more siender and tapering. It 
appears to be dead when exhumed, and if dug up in the 
summer and put into the water it dies at once. (If, 
however, it is brought to daylight in May or early June 
(the end of autumn,) when the rains are beginning to 
make the soil thoroughly wet, and put into a tub of 
water, a curious thing happens. After a day or two it 
casts its skin, which sinks to the bottom, and the fish 
plays about bright and lively. When dug up in summer 
there appears to be a growth of skin, or perhaps of a 
dry, gummy exudation, which seals up the head and 
gills. Apparently this enables it to aestivate through 
the dry weather, and seals the fish as an Indian faker 
is sealed up before he goes in for a long fasting burial. 
Of course, in winter there inust be marshy spots or pools 
in which the fish can swim and propagate, but often all 
evidence of such natation disappears in summer, and the 
hot, dry, waterless plain seems the last place on earth 
in which to find a fish. When the skin is cast off vivid 
little spots of red appear on the body, so that some 
people have said that the fish is a small is 
not the case (although they are now used as bait for 
trout;) the kakawal was well known to the natives 

before trout were introduced from England: well 
known, although the name by some chance has been 
missed in making the Maori dictionaries just as natural-

THE KIND AUNT BETSEY WOULD 
CHOOSE FOR HER DAUGHTER.

HAVE recently read a series of letters from distin- 
guished men, clergy and laity, on “The kind of wife I 
would choose for my son.” 

To read these articles one would be forced to the con- 
clusion that the sons of these men were destined by a 
cruel fate to remain unwed, for the wife painted by 
these devoted papes does not exist. 

During a rather long sojourn on this planet, I have 
not found all these perfections bound up in one woman— 
and should such a creature be found, I greatly fear she 
would not bestow her sum of perfections upon the ordi- 
nary Man, even if he were the son of a clergyman. , 

Here is a brief list of what one modest man desires 
to find in the wife of his son: “She must be intelligent, 
independent, self-controlled, vivacious, gracious and 
agreeable, have a specialty in art and literature, expert 
a8 a cook and caterer, sympathetic, interested in all 
questions of social reform, fond of children, fond of 
reading aloud, steady in the observance of religious 
duties, a business woman, a woman devoted to church, 
free from all affectations, queen of silence and queen of 
speech, beautiful in person,” and possessing a few more 
attributes which I have omitted. 

Good reasons are urged for the necessity of all this, 
but a discreet silence is maintained on the character 
and accomplishments of the son who is to endow this 
rare creature with his name and his worldly goods. 

Iam the mother of a daughter. For years I have been 
doing all in my power to help girls to grow into a 
lovely womanhood, and my interest in the mating of 
all these girls is as vital as that of these men for their 
sons. Now I will paint a picture of manly perfections, 
that will be as easily realized as the aspirations of these 
sons of Solomon. 

Although fully agrecing with St. Paul in regard to 
the attitude of women in the church, for once, I would 
like to mount the pulpit and preach on “The kind of 
husband I would choose for my daughter.” My daughter 
is, of course, something beyond the ordinary; she has 
the right to be unusually exacting and fastidious. She 
is “a perfect woman, nobly planned,” and the man who 
is to be her “guide and counselor and friend” must be 
a being very different from the usual run of even good 
men. 

He must be wise—not of necessity learned, for learned 
men are often bores, and a bore is tedious. This man 
must know how to meet and manage every phenomenon 
of a tender woman’s nature, for he will, of necessity, 
live with his mother-in-law. 

He must not be a solemn prig, but full of humor and 
overfiowing with fun. He must be open, candid, frank, 
not practicing those petty deceits whereby men weaken 
the confidence of their wives. He must not plead busi- 
ness engagements when he is leaving home for an even- 
ing at his club. When he wishes to go to New York or 
Paris, he must not pretend that he is sacrificing his in- 
clinations on the altar of his country. 

He must bea manly man, not simply a greater woman. 
‘He must be religious, not sanctimonious. He must be 
attentive during service, even if the preacher is prosy. 

He must be a cheerful man, for nothing is more de- 
pressing to a family than a gloomy countenance on the 
father. He must be generous in dispensing hospitality, 
for it is conducive to happiness to meet pleasant people. 
He must not wish to scrutinize all the bills for house- 
hold expenses, for it belittles a man to play the “Cot- 
Betty.” 

He must be interested in all matters pertaining to the 
elevation and emancipation of woman, for his wife will 
depend largely on his judgment. He must have suffi- 
cient knowledge of art and music to enjoy taking hia 
wife to exhibitions and concerts, and to talk intelli- 
gently on these themes. He must be literary and criti- 
cal, so that he can discuss the latest novel and criticize 
the drama. He must have perfect command of his 
temper, so that no disarrangement of his home, no busi- 
ness troubles, no political disappointments, shall be able 
to disturb the deep serenity of his nature and cause him 
to utter a word that would wound the tender sensibili- 
ties of my daughter. — 

He must be a clean man—clean in mind, heart and 
life. He must never have sullied the purity of his nature 
by an acquaintance with evil, and never have wandered 
in the shady paths of sin, where so many of our youths 
lose health, fortune and honor. 

He must have the highest conceptions of woman's 
character and mission in life, frankly acknowledging 
that women are but “little lower than the angels.” He 
must be fond of children, so that he will never weary 
of their artless questioning, and never be impatient if 
they fail to comprehend the philosophy of life. He must 
be gentle, yet firm, for a weak father is the destruction 
of his sons. He must put into his daily life the practice 
of all the virtues, for then he shall. surely be blessed, 
and, departing, leave behind him “an inheritance to his 
children’s children” with which they may purchase 
position and power.

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THE HOUSE BEAUTIFUL.

A Den, Quaint and Charming. 
A. B. writes from “The Plains” that she wishes 
to fit up a den for her husband with some quaint 

"old articles of furniture that she possesses. These 
possessions comprise some real antique Windsor chairs, 
two mirrors, 100 years old, framed in wood, with the 
eagle carved at the top: some rare books and platters 
of Delft colonial prints, in flat wooden frames, a carved 
settle, and an immense stuffed-wing chair. She wishes 
to know what kind of carpet, curtains, mantel and wall 
finish to use with these treasures of colonial days. 

A rag carpet, by all means. Do the walls in a wash 
of plain, dull blue up to a 3-foot picture mold, and 
above that use a frieze of the old-fashioned paper which 
represents houses and landscapes in blue on a white 
ground. The ceiling should be white. Drab paint will 
for once be in order, and your high, wooden mantel 
should have two shelves, the lower, narrow one, to be 
used for pipes. Arrange your Delft on this mantel. 
You should bang curtains in the doorway of home- 
spun and wove, blue and white, bedspreads. I would 
advise white dimity at the windows, trimmed with white 
cotton-ball frieze. 


A Plan for a Cottage. 


EK. T. 8., Los Angeles, writes: “Will you kindly help 
me plan a cottage for the country, in the northern part 
of the State, to cost $1000. There are to be six rooms, 
and my only plat is a small reception hall, 8x10, two 
bedrooms, kitchen, dining-room, and parlor, 12x14. 
had thought also of a small alcove room, which could 
be used for a library or den, as it were, with a large 
window for plants, if you could place one. The house 
will face the west, or a little south of west. Don't you 
think a large fireplace in the living-room, with the 
chimney built on the outside, would add to the effect, 
both inside and out? The house is to be plastered and 
tinted in the rough. with the woodword the same 
throughout, either yellow pine or ash. I can only afford 
$200 for furnishing, but expect to add to it as I can. 
I have a piano, silver, pictures, etc.” 

The cottage of today, as evolved from the old idea of 
this style of dwelling, is such an improvement in many 
important particulars as to be scarcely recognizable 
as the same thing. Formerly, to live in a cottage meant 
to dwell in a contracted, cheap-looking house, baving, 
perhaps, an apology for a front porch, a narrow, unin- 
_ yiting front door, and almost invariably an entrance hall 
so narrow that it served no purpose, actually, but to 
cut off a few feet of space. which would have been of 
great value to the living-room or parlor, but which, 
walled in as a hall, was of no value to the family within 
or to the world at large. The windows to these con- 
tractor-built cottages were mill-made and narrow, with 
cheap glass. Hundreds of other denisons of cottages 
looked out of windows that were designed on exactly the 
same pattern. Now, however, the man who is poor in 
pocket feels that he may so expend his money that he 
will have an artistic, charming home, with individual 
taste marking it at every turn. He indulges in French 
windows and pretty casements, opening on hinges: a 
shelf beneath his window gives him an effect of a wide 
sill. The simple, oiled finish to his woodwork is far 
better than the old treatment of imitation graining, and 
is also less expensive. But the greatest improvement 
lies in the arrangement of the interiors of small houses. 
No space is wasted on hallways, the wide, front door 
opens directly into a living-room which simply com- 
prises the whale spaee which is not necessary for dining- 
room, bedrooms and kitchen. This is living-room, par- 
lor, hall and library in one. I will give you the plan of 
one that I have seen, and which, I think, is unequaled 
for its combined qualities of convenience, beauty and 
economy. In the first place, you are probably aware that 


the feature which is most expensive in a house is ir-] 


regularity of roofing. The more space you can manage 
under a simple square roof, the less money you will 
expend uselessly. Hence the economy of a bungalow 
style. The low, broad-eaved roof is artistic and cheap. 
In the one to which I refer the front door, which, by 
the way, was flanked on either side by large casement 
windows, opened opposite a large fireplace. The mantel 
was a wide shelf, which extended across the whole end 
of the room. A French-plate mirror was set in the wall 
over the chimney breast, and on either side of this were 
casement windows smaller than those in the front of 
the house. The sill for these windows, you understand, 
was simply a continyation of the mantel shelf. The 
glass in them was crinkled amber, set in small, square 
panes, and little amber curtains of thin silk were drawn 
back from them. The mirror in the center was framed 
with a molding matching the woodwork. Chinese pots 
of palms, photographs and bric-a-brac occupied, and 
beautified, the shelf. On the east side of this room, 
which faced south, was an opening five feet wide, a 
squared arch, which gave into the dining-room. Di- 
rectly opposite this archway there was a large bay win- 
dow in the dining-room. This east bay window was an 
inspiration of the architect, for it lent an effect of space 
and cheerfulness to both rooms which nothing else 
would have effected. As the living-room was done in 
tapestry blue and the dining-room in yellow, the color 
effect was also very rich. I must not forget to tell you 
that the windows in the living-room were hung with 
Gull b:ue and amber. Cn the west, or left side of the room, 
there was a corresponding opening, and here a little al- 
cove was formed. Four feet from the arch, and di- 
rectly in its center, was the door which opened into 
the bathroom, and in this litt!e recess, on the north and 
south ends, doors opened into bedrooms. Thus, you per- 


ceive, the bedroom doors did not open directly into the 
sitting-room, and the necessity for a hall was done 
away with. The ceiling of this beautiful room was low 
and paneled with wood, the dark-polished floor was <trewn 
with Turkish rugs, and the wall on one &ide of the fire- 
place was lined with book: from floor to ceiling, on the 
other an old-fashioned settle had an oriental rug thrown 
over the cushioned seat. If you cannot afford the Turk- 
ish rugs now, you could effectively use any rugs that 
combined yellow and dull blue, with this color scheme.

The chief charm of the book lies in the 
stimulus it gives to a better knowledge of the coloniza- 
tion of that interesting region, which engaged so large 
a share of the thought of Colbert and Louis XIV. The 
coming of Frontenac to Quebec in 1672, who was the 
man of courts, and came from the centers of luxurious 
life to dwell among the savage hordes in the forests of 
the New World, would furnish the theme of a drama. Dr. 
Tomlinson has described this man of action whom his- 
tory as having galvanized the new government 
into life by his energy, enthusiasm and effort in the work 
of colonization. Frontenac’s relations with Perrot, his 
trial of the Abbe Fenelon, and the letters which he re- 
ceived from Louis XIV are familiar in historical chron- 
icle. His war with the clergy would fill exhaustive 
chapters. Colbert's communications from the King and 
the chronicle of that time when Frontenac came back to 
the warfare of Canada are in the vivid picture. No epic 
could describe the woes of the men whom Parkman has 
memorialized. These heroes of the border wars crossed 
the snow-covered ice of the frozen St. Lawrence drag- 
ging their blankets and provisions on Indian sledges. 
They endured perils untold. They marched through the 
lonely forests where the trees, snow-covered, stood as 
spettres! they climbed the wind-swept hills, hungry, 
cold, miserable and walking to their death. Where could 
there be a more tragic picture than that of the men who 
met in council on the banks of Lake Champlain to con- 
sider the possibilities of treaty and defense? The nar- 
rative of that time includes the heroic memories of Iber- 
ville and Bienoille, the heroes of southern colonization. 
The author of this book, between the incidents of the 
journeyings on the river has introduced the narrative of 
- Frontenac in the New World, and told the story with his- 
toric accuracy and interest. The work is one to be 
commended for the stimulus it gives to the knowledge 
of the leaders of the New World.

The Island Possessions. 

The author of this work was sent out in the early part 
of the summer of 1899 by the New York Evening Post 
with the brief injunction, it is said, to tell the truth as 
he saw it. His letters from July, 1899, to February, 1900, 
form the substance of this volume. The author says his 
trip was made for the purpose of obtaining the fullest 
possible information upon the general subject, and in 
gathering it, he was hampered by no prejudices, nor was 
he influenced, in any way, by partisan politics. The 
writer takes the stand that the American authority will 
be liable to seek to enforce upon unwilling people stand- 
ards of life and conduct not too rigorously observed at 
home. He thinks the treatment of the Filipinos should 
be broad, tolerant and charitable, recognizing and taking 
into consideration facts of difference in race, character, 
training and environment. He thinks America has many 
men capable of such work if judiciously selected. While 


the writer seems inclined to discuss the root causes of 
the war, the censorship of the newspaper, the policy of 
the government from a somewhat limited opportunity of 
gaining facts, it is safe to say that his book will have 
its chief value from the interest which will attach to the 
descriptive chapters of the city of Manila and the new 
possessions of the United States. The pages in his work 
on the ethnological differentiation of the tribes and the 
social customs and the trades and industries of these 
people are of general interest. These subjects will not 
remain unknown to American readers if popular jour- 
nalism holds sway. In regard to the Moros of Sulu the 
author says. “The religious question is a serious one. 
Missionary work, the Christianizing of so-called 
‘heathen’ by means of men sent out by Christian or- 
ganizations, is a work which is imperative in many 
American minds, and dear to many American hearts. To 
intimate a political necessity for abstaining from mission 
work in any country is to cause many a head to shake 
in sad disapproval. Yet it is hardly to be questioned 
that missionaries to the Moros would at once mean a 
bloody war. Their Moslem fanaticism has resisted three 
hundred and fifty years of effort made by the Jesuit, the 
Dominicah, the Augustinian, and the Franciscan, and it 
may be questioned whether the average Protestant mis- 
sionary is any wiser in his day and generation, whether 
he is shrewder, keener, more diplomatic, than the men 
who dotted the wilds of North America and the unknown 
Orient with their mission chapels in the long ago. The 
African aborigine, the Hawaiian, and the Fijian may 
tolerate or welcome the gospel of Christianity. When it 
is spoken to the Moro, he draws his kris and his barong 
and goes on the war path. It will probably be well to 
let matters get a bit settled down there in Sulu, to let 
the people get a little measure of acquainance with us 
and confidence in us, before trying to change their re- 
ligion. The population is estimated at a million and 
a half. The nominal head is the Sultan, Muhamed 
Kiram. He holds his position by hereditary succession 
and has duly made the trip to Mecca which is a neces- 
sary qualification for the job of the Sultan.”

“Church and the Friars.” The author states that un- 
fortunately “for the natives; and most unfortunately for 
the church, the power of the priesthood has been greatly 
abused. The protest of the people is not made against 
the church of Rome per se. It has been directed more 
distinctly against the extortions and abuses which are 
admitted to have been exercised by the various religious 
orders. Many of the minor functions of the Spanish 
government have been in the religious orders. The de- 
cision of the Council of Trent which forbade the holding 
of benefices by friars has been made void in the 
Philippines, and nowhere else, if | am rightly informed. 
The Philippine Islands present a long array of wholly 
uncontrovertible facts regarding the misrule, the mis- 
conduct, and the extortion and oppression of these relig- 
ious orders against which in past years Filipino revolt 
has been directed.” . 

John Foreman is quoted as having written a standard 
work on this subject. The author is himself a Catholic 
and Mr. Robinson says his statements are those of an 
honest man ready to acknowledge the faults he sees. 
“In all demands for reform made by the Filipinos upon 
the Spanish government; and at the bottom of all up- 
risings, and in all of such demands as the Filipinos 
have made to the United States, there appears, with un- 
faltering persistence, as the one thing indispensable to 
Filipino life and peace, the demand for the expulsion of 
friars.” This statement by Mr. Robinson is accompanied 
with an account of one his visits to the Church of Bi- 
nondo.

WAYS OF THE EARTHWORM, 


INTERESTING FACTS ABOUT THE SMALL BOY’S 
FAVORITE FISH BAIT. 


[St Louis Globe-Democrat:] Earthworms have a 
reason for being ever so much more important. than to 
serve as bait for fishermen. For all their lowly estate, 
few creatures have done more for mankind. Earthworms 
are not merely the original ploughmen—they have 
brought about the condition of the earth’s surface that 
makes other ploughing possible and profitable. 

Field crops, for the most part, grow and feed upon 
vegetable mold—the layer of warm, light, brackish earth 
resting upon the subsoil. Save by grace of the earth- 
worm, vegetable mold would exist only in those places 
where dead leaves and decaying growths generally re- 
solve themselves into their original elements. The earth- 
worm, which may be described as an embodied appetite, 
eats everything—animal matter, green leaves and dead 
ones, twigs, leaf stalks, smal! stones and earth. The 
residuum of all he casts up on the surface at the rate 


‘| throughout pastures and garden ground, of some ten 


tons a year. Continue the process a hundred years, or 
even fifty, and many inches of fine friable, productive 
soil result. 

Beyond all that, their burrows let down light and air 
from the subsoil. Sometimes the burrows run six feet 
deep. In winter the worms hibernate in roundish cham- 
bers at the bottom. The chambers are lined with very 
small stones or hard, rounded seed. A dozen worms 
sleep together, knotted into a squirming ball. It is only 
in the winter sleep that they are thus gregarious. At 
other times they go in pairs. Though they do not in 
captivity appear very sensible of either cold or heat, 
in hot, dry weather they go almost as far down as they 
do in winter. 

Eyeless, they have yet certain perception of light, re- 
treating before it to their burrows. Vibration also af- 
fects them—hence, say the country folk, the wood- 
cock’s habit of drumming to call them out of the ground. 
Their sense of smell is acute, and by the help of it they 
find their food, either buried or lying upon the surface. 
As soon as it is found, the worms drag it to the burrow. 
They burrow by pressure of their smooth ringed bodies 
and by literally eating out the earth ahead. The diges- 
tive apparatus includes a crop and gizzard, like those 
of birds. After the manner of birds, the gizzards are 
kept supplied with smal! stones to serve as millstones in 
grinding down the food. 

The burrows are plastered all round with the finely- 
chewed earth and keep shape often long after they are 
untenanted. From the dead leaves which make so large 
a part of their food, the worms secrete humus acids, 
which attack and help to dissolve the rocks buried in the 
soil. Thus the earthworms not merely transform the 
soil chemically and mechanically, but add to the bulk of 
it—since soil of every kind comes from the disintegra- 
tion of rocks. Further, many leaves dragged down into 
the burrows are only partly eaten and decaying, fur- 
nish gases which permeate the soil and react upon its 
mineral element. ( 

Earthworms are the best allies of those gentlemen, 
the antiquaries. A coin, an arrow hedd, a spear point, 
an inscribed slab, a tesselated pavement, they bury, 
surely, safely, to await the day of resurrection. The 
burying is done in two ways—by castings spread above 
the thing to be buried, and by undermining the soil be- 
neath. Earth honeycombed with burrows sinks in times 
of heavy rain or frost. Thus, in course of a thousand 
years, an object may be many feet under the surface, 
yet remain exactly as it fell. Indeed, the wise men de- 
clare the earthworms, in the mass, keep the whole face 
of the planet in a state of gradual evolution.

Southern California Sketches. 


HE following lines are based upon observations 

made by the editor of this department of The Times 

during a recent trip of several days’ duration from 
Los Angeles to San Diego and back along the northern 
branch of the Kite-shaped Track. 


On the Road to San Diego. 


From a railroad standpoint, San Diego suffers from 
the disadvantage of being on a line which ends nowhere 
—except at San Diego—uniess National City is taken 
into account, which, however, is only nominally the 
terminus of the line. 

Starting from Santa Ana in a southeasterly direction, 
the feature which is likely to most impress the traveler 
on the road to San Diego is the absence of population 
and settlement. On the entire distance of nearly 100 
miles between Santa Ana and the “City of Bay and 
Climate,” there is no city or town of any importance, 
and even the villages are few and far between. Soon 
after leaving Santa Ana you come upon the big San 
Joaquin ranch, belonging to the Irvine estate. This large 
tract is devoted almcst entirely to grain—that is to say, 
in years when the rainfall is normal. The Santa Fe bas 
two stations within the boundary of the tract. From La- 
guna a stage runs twice a week to a pretty little sea- 
side resort, Laguna Beach, where there is a modest, but 
comfortable hotel. Off to the north, beyond El Toro, in 
acafion is Arden, the summer home of Modjeska, where 
for a time she was the presiding goddess of a colony of 
Polizh artists and men of letters, inciuding Sienkiewicz, 
who has since become celebrated as the author of “Quo 
Vadis” and other books, making a greater success as an 
author than he did as a farmer. A recent report states 
that Madame Modjeska is thinking of selling this place 
and returning to her native land. She has recently ex- 
pended a considerable amount of money in constrpcting 
irrigation works for the estate. The existence of this 
large Irvine ranch, in an unimproved state, at the very 
doors of Santa Ana has been a great drawback to the 
progress of that place, and its citizens are anxious to see 
it subdivided. This would probably have been done years 
ago were it not for the difficulty that has been experi- 
enced in obtaining a supply of water for irrigation. 
Some attempts have been made by the owners to find oil 
on the ranch, but so far without success. 

San Juan Capistrano, where the railroad touches the 
seashore, looks just at it did before the boom, and for 
that matter there is little change to be noted in the ap- 
pearance of the place from the days of the Mission 
Fathe:s, exccp: that come walnut trees have beea planted, 
the old mission has fallen into decay, and the railroad 
has built a pretty depot in the mission style of archi- 
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“rubber neck” when the train approaches : 
and the trainboy is well supplied with photographs of the 
ruins from various picturesque points of view. This mis- 
sion is probably better known to outsiders, from illustra- 
tions, than any other similar building in California. 

The ride from fan Juan to San D‘ez0 Is a charming one 
on a bright summer day, with the surf breaking almost 
under the wheels of the car. Apart from the natural 
beauty of the surroundings, the entire stretch of coun- 
try is almost destitute of life, the only place of impor- 
tance whatever on the line being Oceanside. Apart from 
that there are half a dozen little boom towns, which look 


in need of a coat of paint, and rows of neglected shade 
trees marking what were intended to be the streets of 
cities that never materialized beyond the minds of their 
projectors. From Del Mar, which is at the city limits of 
San Diego, although twenty miles distant from the town, 
the road runs through one of the wildest stretches of 
country in Southern California, winding around rough 
mountains, with not a human being or sign of a human 
being in sight.

The chief trouble with San Diego appears to be that 
its natural advantages have weighted it down, and caused 
the inhabitants to forget the old saying that God helps 
those who help themselves. The writer remarked to a 
San Diego newspaper man that if San Diego had not 
possessed its fine bay and magnificent climate, the cit- 
izens would, doubtless, have taken off their coats ere this 
and gone to work to grub roots and build up a city, as 
other people have done, in places that are less favored 
by nature, instead of sitting down and waiting for some- 
thing to fall to them from the clouds, The San Diegan 
replied that if the door were closed he would be willing 
to agree heartily with this statement, but he would be 
afraid to admit it in public. 

The climate of San Diego is, undoubtedly, all that is 
claimed for it by its most ardent admirers. In equabil- 
ity it probably comes nearer to perfection than that 
of any other place on the globe, with the possible ex- 
ception of Honolulu, and it lacks the humidity of 


little to choose between the climate of San Diego and 
that of other places on the Coast, between San Diego 
and Santa Barbara, such as Oceanside, and San Juan 
Capistrano, and Newport, and Long Beach, and Redondo, 
and Santa Monica, and Ventura, and Santa Barbara, with 
the exception that San Diego claims a trifling advantage 
on the score of relative humidity in the atmorphere. It is 
a delightful climate for persons of advanced age, and 
that numerous class who were “born tired,” who 
wish to avoid extremes of temperature, but it is doubt- 
ful whether such a climate is conducive to great vigor 
either of mind or body. Unless a receives an 
occasional fillip in the shape of a touch cold once in 
a while, he is apt to degenerate into an easy-going crea- 
ture of circumstances, like a horse that is never put on 
his mettle. Perhaps, if the San Diego climate was not 
quite so conducive to comfort, the San Dlegans would be 
more inclined to be up and doing, instead of waiting for 
others to do something for them. As it is, with few ex- 
ceptions, they seem inclined to take life easy, and pre- 
fer to put in their time building big railroads on paper 
rather than to start small enterprises on the ground. It 
would drive a Chicago man crazy to attempt to do bus- 
iness in San Diego, and even a Los Angeles man some- 
times finds it rather trying.

| electricity in surgery and medicine have met with many 
, difficulties, and in many instances have been obliged to 


retrace their steps and begin anew. One of the electrical 
applications, which while having been found effective in 
many cases, possesses some not altogether satisfactory 
features, is that of electric-light baths. These are of 
two kinds—the incandescent and the arc-light bath. The 
former is like a vapor bath in producing perspiration 
and promoting reaction; but its effects are regarded as 
more desirable, as it does not affect the heart or cause 
the least excitement, but produces a feeling of rest. 
Taken at regular intervals, it is a preferable form of 
bath as a preventive, an agreeable means of reducing 
flesh. of clearing. the complexion and giving nourish- 
ment to the body. The arc-light bath, however, is looked 
upon by some authorities as having a more specific value 
than the incandescent light bath, as it contains a great 
number of chemical rays of light. From its richness in 
violet rays, it exercises a soothing influence, purifies the 
blood: and is believed to possess in a still greater degree 
than the incandescent light the power of destroying in- 
jurious microbes, arresting the progress of decay, and 
killing the germs of disease. It excites nervous activity 
and builds up those most important factors for health 
and strength, the red corpuscles of the blood. It is gen- 
erally thought that the benefits derived from the light 
bath come to a considerable extent through the mind as 
well as through the body. All animals receive more 
oxygen and give out more carbonic acid in the light, 
and warmth and electricity have a similar function. Dr. 
Gebart in Germany has made extensive developments 
in the use of the arc-light bath, in the curative proper- 
ties of which he has great faith. He has made various 
experiments on living animals, which he {foculated with 
bacilli, and found that those which were placed in the 
closet apparatus recovered without injury, while those 
which remained in darkness died. The first of these 
cabinets was introduced by him into Berlin. Later in- 
stitutions were erected in several other German cities, 
as well ad in Paris and St. Petersburg. The parent insti- 
tution is located in Carisbad. Every normal man has 
fifty millions of red blood-corpuscles, while the anaemic 
may have but three or four million. Dr. Gebart holds 
that the are-light bath has a powerful effect on this 
coloring matter of the blood, and it has been found to 
effect great improvement in cases of chlorosis. A spe- 
cial direction in which he has found it of great value 
is in preparing delicate subjects with low temperature to 
take the various forms of water cure, arousing appetite 
and imparting ability to sleep. 
Overeating. 
ERE are some more sensible remarks on the prevalent 
habit of overeating. They are from an article in the 
Healthy Home, by Dr. F. L. Burt of Boston: 

“Not many people eat wood shavings, but very often 
they fill their stomachs with what I have heard called “a 
conglomeration of unforeseen difficulties,” which cannot 
by any possibility be digested, and cannot supply waste 
or nourish the body. At most fashionable dinners one 
eats heartily of material which is prepared to gratify 
the palate more than the stomach, and do very little by 
way of strengthening the body. If the quality of ma- 
terials is good and prepared so as to be properly digested, 
one cannot eat a table d’hote or an ordinary single order 
at a good hotel without distending the stomach to twice 
the norma! size, thus impairing digestion and defeating 
the purpose for which food is supposed to be taken. The 
quantity is two to six times the amount required. 
Some people have noted the deleterious results of this 
habit, and to guard against it, or rectify bad results, 
have advised fewer meals or less at a meal, and to rise 
from the table hungry, not having satisfied that desire 
which arises from the pressure of over-distension. Long- 
continued bad habits of over-indulgence result in en- 
largement.of the stomach, with corresponding loss of 
power, and continuing downward we get extreme con- 
gestion of all the organs, over-distension of the bowels 
and a prominence of abdomen, which is at least unbe- 
coming. We are in about the condition of stall-fed geese. 
Let us now sit down to eat our dinner and take note of 
what happens. 

“The food should be thoroughly masticated when it is 
swallowed. During mastication it is mixed with saliva, 
and the first process in digestion takes place. Starches 
are changed to sugar and the food grows sweeter, as we 
keep it in the mouth. In general, the more one eats 
the less likely is he to masticate thoroughly, and so food 
is put into the stomach improperly prepared. Immedi- 
fitely there is a change from an hikaline to an acid reac- 
tion. and the gastric juice stops a process which the 
saliva did not have time to complete. If the stomach is 
distended, it cannot supply gastric juice so well as in its 
normal state, and at the same time it is called upon to 
supply much, more in quantity, because of the large 
amount of food, — 

“after that food has been acted on more or less 
thoroughly, it passes on for further digestion in the in- 
testines. It is then taken up and stored in the liver, 
etc., of goes to nourish the body, or is thrown off through 
various channels as waste. 

“The nervous sfstem guides these processes. It pro- 
vides for the saliva, gastric juice, etc. It takes nerve 
energy for this and for the digestive processes. It takes 
nerve energy, also, to take care of the food after di- 
gestion for what we call nutrition as well as the pro- 
cesses of excretion. In the process of the digestion of 
more food than the body requires, there is a loss of nerve 
energy. Nerve force is lost by the dilatation of blood 
vessels and lympathic vessels carrying the burden. To 
store the over-supply uses nerve force. 

“The great supply of food furnishes an over-abundance 
of fat all over the body, and it requires great nerve force 
to carry it about. If you doubt this, strap an extra fifty 
pounds on your back and try it. We see many people 
overfat and plump, but weak. The nerves are not nour- 
ished and the muscles are weak because oversupply, 
causing overwork, causes a loss of energy and vitality. 


If we should take the quality and quantity of food re- 
quired, and it was properly digested, the loss of nerve 


force would be supplied by the energy derived from the 
food 


food does not supply fuel and supplant 
, so the body starves. Just enough food, if 
properly digested, will supply everything required, and 
the body will be strong and well proportioned. Too much 
food will use up nerve energy, which, as stated above, 
it cannot supply, and the body will be fat, ungainly 
and weak. In many cases the body looks strong, but 
on testing it, is found otherwise. We can have starva- 
tion of the nerves just the same as though there was ac- 
tual scarcity of nourishment. The nerves are surrounded 
by plenty, but cannot utilize it. This lesson has been 
bought by many people at a very dear price. It may be 
obtained merely for the reading. 

“It might be supposed that the above does not apply 
to lean people, but nevertheless, there will be found a 
good many people who are thin in flesh for just the 
same reason that this first-described class are fleshy, the 
difference being that whereas one set gives flesh and 
loses nerve energy, the other loses both because the di- 
gestion has become so impaired from overfeeding that 
nutrition is absolutely lost.” 


The Effect of Salt on Health. 


CORRESPONDENT who makes a contribution to the 

widely-extended discussion which has been going on 
in regard to the effect of salt on the human system, 
says that he has used common salt with religious 
regularity for more than six years, with the most pro- 
nounced and beneficial results. He had suffered from in- 
digestion for some years, and finally had to retire from 
his profession as a newpaper man through a demoraliza- 
tion of his nervous system. In 1894 his heart action was 
so feeble that the pulse beat was almost constantly at 
44. He then began the use of table salt, and had com- 
plete relief from his life-long stomach trouble within 
a week. Since that time he has had no trouble whatever 
with his circulation. Formerly he was quite thin, but 
after beginning his salt dict he steadily gained until his 
weight Increased nearly thirty pounds, and he soon ac- 
quired a healthy clear and fresh color. His manner of 
taking the salt is on rising from bed to drink a good- 
sized tumbler of water in which is dissolved a level tea- 
spoonful of salt. After that for half an hour he neither 
eats nor drinks anything whatever. He insists that while 
the drink was not pleasant to him at first, he has a decided 
liking for it now. He suggests that if the salt is taken 
in plain carbonated water it is robbed of most of its 
distasteful qualities. 


Killing Bacteria by Pressure. 


T HAS long been known that moderate changes of 

pressure, such as occur in water passing through a 
pumping engine, for instance, do little harm to 
but there seems reason for believing that higher pres- 
sures might prove more or less fatal to such organisms. 
The human body endures with little difficulty an increase 
in atmospheric pressure of ten to twenty pounds, but the 
pressure beyond that at which injury begins is soon 
reached. In the same way fish and plants in the ocean 
are known to be sensitive to the pressure at great depths. 
An apparatus has been devised for investigating the ef- 
fect of pressure on bacteria. This machine has probably 
the greatest hydrostatic pressure ever reached, over 450,- 
000 pounds per square inch. It has been used in a series 
of experiments to determine whether the bacteria in milk 
might not be killed by hydrostatic pressure, so that the 


milk would keep a longer time without souring. The © 


moderate pressures which were first tried had no effect, 
but as the pressures were increased, notable results were 
obtained. It was found that milk subjected to pressure 
of 70 to 100 tons kept from 24 to 60 hours longer without 
souring than untreated milk. The degree to which the 
keeping qualities of milk were improved appear to de- 
pend as much on the time for which the pressure was 
maintained as upon the actual pressure reached. Milk 
that was compressed under ninety tons per square inch 
for one hour kept sweet for from four to six days. In 
no case, however, was the milk completely sterilized, 
and in many cases it acquired peculiar tastes and odors 
after being kept for a while, indicating that while certain 


kinds of bacteria had been killed by the enormous pres- 


sure, others had passed through it without harm. 


Filtered Water. 
HE moral of the following from the Public Health 


Journal, is “use distilled water if you want it pure:” . 


“The statement that filtered water is not safe to drink 
after the filter through which it passed has been in use 
for a certain length of time is based upon bacteriological 
investigation. The Maryland Board of Health has re- 
cently called attention to the fact that domestic filters 
may steadily lose efficiency until they become first-rate 
culture beds for bacteria. An example cited is that of 
a citizen of Baltimore who sends the whole water sup- 
ply of his house through a large filter and subsequently 
puts his drinking water through one of the small domes- 
tic filters common in the market. A test showed that 
on a day when the city taps were running 510 bacteria 
to the cubic centimeter, the larger filter was delivering 
9900 bacteria in the same quantity of water. When the 
large filter was repacked only nine bacteria per centi- 
meter got through it, but this same water when passed 
through the same filter came out with seventy-one bac- 
teria per centimeter. A further example cited is from 
the office of the Baltimore Health Department, where a 
filter, supposed to be the best in the market, was in use. 


The effectiveness of that filter was so short lived that 


the precaution was observed of boiling the water after 
it was filtered.”

AN ANCIENT BRITISH CAMP. 


INTERESTING EXCAVATIONS IN AN INCLOSURE 
NEAR SHEFFIELD. 


camp on Wincobank Hill, standing as it does on the 
ridge which overlooks two valleys, is a conspicuous 
landmark, well known hereabouts as the Roman Camp, 
and so marked on the ordnance survey map. The form 
of the camp is well preserved, and consists of an oval 
inclosure 150 yards by 115 yards, surrounded by a 
clearly-defined rampart about three feet high on its in- 
ner face, sloping down to a ditch, outside which is an- 
other rampart.

A BOHEMIAN SHEET IN CHICAGO ON WHICH NOT 
A MAN 1S EMPLOYED. 


{Chicago Times-Herald:] To its list of distinctive 
enterprises Chicago has recently added one of a charac- 
ter altogether unique. Since 1900 it has been able to 
go on record as the only city in America to boast within 
its precincts a publishing house in which all the work 
from that of office girl to editor and manager is done 
by women, and the capital necessary to its organization 
and equipment provided and controlled by women. The 
honor of this undertaking, however, is not due, as might 
be supposed, to American women, although it is the 
direct outgrowth of the influence of American institu- 
tions. 

The periodical so distinguished is the Zenske Listy, 
a very interesting and progressive weekly magazine, 
the only publication in the world in the Bohemian lan- 
guage upon which the work, mechanical and literary, is 
done by women. As long ago as 1895 fifty of the most 
progressive women in the Bohemian quarter of Chicago 
formed the Bohemian Woman's Publishing Company, 
with Mrs. Mary Cunat as president, for the purpose of 
establishing a periodical which should in some adequate 
way express the alms and ambitions of the Bohemian 
women in America. In this were to be discussed matters 
vital to the home, both from the domestic and educa- 
tional side, the upbringing of children, social problems, 
current events and literature, and all other questions 
affecting the destiny of women. 

The .outgrowth of this movement was an attractive 
fortnightly under the immediate supervision of Mme. 
Josefa Humpal-Zeman, editor and general manager. 
The foreman and typesetters are women, and even the 
“devil” and “office boy” are giris. ' 

The soul of the whole movement has been and is 
Mme. Zeman, whose temperament and training have 
combined to peculiarly fit her for this especial work. 
Her father, a political exile for some slight offense, 
came to this country when Josefa was only 4 yéars old, 
and her early education in the English language 
American ways was received in the public schools.
